game,  the  other  the  next — until  1902. 
For  the  past  ten  years  the  two  schools 
have  not  clashed — but  when  they  did 
last  Saturday — well  you  bet  we  are 
proud  of  the  showing  the  Red  and 
Black  made. 

Immediately  following  the  fresh- 
men-sophmore  pipe  rush — Referee 
Keithley  called  the  game  and  Lake 
Forest  kicked  off  to  the  Evanstonites. 
The  game  was  on  and  it  was  some 
game.  Every  player  knew  that  it 
was  up  to  him  to  fight  and  he  certainly 
did  the  job  up  right. 

And  in  the  grand  stands  the 
crowds  cheered  on  the  players.  Some 
thirty-five  hundred  Northwestern 
students  thronged    the    west    stands — 


the  largest  crowd  that  ever  turned  out 
to  an  opening  game  at  the  University 
— while  one  hundred  and  fifty  Lake 
Foresters  cheered  till  their  voices 
were  gone  from  the  east  stands. 

The  outcome  was  a  great  surprise 
to  both  sides.  Plainly  the  Evanston 
boys  expected  to  run  over  the  visitors 
for  didn't  they  speak  of  the  coming 
game  as  a  practice  game?  Every 
Lake  Forester  insists  that  he  knew  the 
Northwestern  bunch  wouldn't  score 
very  high  but  then  they  were'nt  as 
sure  of  anything  of  the  kind  after  the 
Wednesday  scrimmage  with  the  sol- 
diers. If  it  had  come  right  down  to  it 
there  weren't  a  lot  of  men  on  the 
campus  who  would  have  bet  their  Sun- 
day desert  on  the  Varsity  team  de- 
feating a  high  school  eleven  after  the 
way  the  Fort  Sheridan  boys  showed 
them  up.  But  the  coach  was  not  dis- 
heartened. He  was  sore  but  he  was 
also  determined  and  called  a  practice 
for  two  o'clock  Thursday.

PAN-HELLENIC  RULES  FOR  1912-13. 

The  following  rules  were  adopted 
by  the  Sigma  Tau  and  Theta  Psi 
Soroities  in  conjunction  with  the  Dean 
of  women. 

I.  To  have  two  common  pledge 
days,  namely,  the  first  Friday  of  the 
college  year  for  1912,  (Sept.  20),  for 
all  Sophomores  who  were  in  residence 
the  previous  year;  and  October  10th 
for  all  new  Sophomores  and  upper 
classmen.

II.  During  these  three  weeks, 
each  sorority  shall  be  allowed  one  in- 
formal rushing  stunt  which  shall  not 
include  Freshmen. 

A  girl  must  have  full  Sopho- 
more credits  (27  hours)  before  she 
can  be  pledged. 

IV.  No  dates  are  to  be  made 
with  any  girl  before  her  arrival  in 
Lake  Forest. 

V.  Each  sorority  shall  be  allowed 
two  reserved  dates  for  rushing  during 
the  year,  one  each  semester  in  addi- 
tion to  the  dates  referred  to  in  Rule  II  . 

VI.  Each  sorority  girl  shall  con- 
sider it  a  point  of  honor  to  refrain 
from  mentioning  her  sorority  through- 
out the  year. 

VII.  These  rules  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  first  issue  of  the  Septem- 
ber STENTOR  and  shall  be  posted  on 
the  bulletin  boards  of  Lois  Durand 
Hall.

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A  CHANGE  IN  LAKE  FOREST    COLLEGE'S 
SYSTEM  OF  EDUCATION. 

During  this  summer  many  of  us 
received  a  circular  letter  from  the  of- 
fice informing  us  of  a  radical  change 
which  the  Board  of  Trustees  advocated 
and  are  having  put  into  effect  this 
year.  The  letter  explains  the  system 
in  the  best  light: 

"The  Trustees  have  decided  to 
move  gradually  from  the  present  co- 
educational system  toward  a  coordi- 
nate system  of  education  for  men  and 
women.  The  purpose  is  to  develop 
eventually  a  distinct  college  for  men 
and  a  distinct  college  for  women,  some- 
what after  the  plan  of  Adelbert  Col- 
lege and  the  College  for  Women  of 
Western  Reserve  University.  The 
first  step  will  be  the  division  of  the 
largely  required  freshman  courses  into 
sections  for  men  and  for  women,  and 
as  the  College  grows,  a  similar  divi- 
sion will  be  carried  through  in  other 
courses  and  in  the  laboratory  periods. 
It  will  also  be  possible  immediately  to 
create  separate  class  organizations  for 
men  and  women  in  the  four  College 
classes,  and  two  Student  Councils,  to 
represent  the  general  interests  of  the 
men  and  the  women.  We  believe  this 
arrangement  will  be  more  wholesome 
and  more  effective  than  the  present 
one,  that  the  independent  organization 
of  the  men  and  the  women  will  be 
good  for  both  parties  and  will  lead  to 
even  better  conditions  in  the  life  of 
the  College  as  a  whole.  Tne  students 
who  are  to  be  here  during  the  coming 
college  year  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  "make  history"  by  creating  the  ma- 
chinery for  the  new  organization."

A  geographical  analysis  shows  47 
from  Illinois,  9  from  Iowa,  4  from 
Nebraska,  three  from  South  Dakota 
and  Michigan,  2  from  Indiana,  Wis- 
consin, Pennsylvania  and  Kansas,  and 
1  each  from  Tennesee  and  N.  Dakota. 
The  most  marked  change  in  this  dis- 
tribution over  recent  years  is  the  fall- 
ing off  from  Indiana  and  the  large  in- 
crease from  Illinois,  including  quite  a 
sprinkling  of  Chicago  addresses. 

An  analysis  of  the  agencies  through 
which  the  attention  of  these  students 
was  first  directed  to  Lake  Forest  gives 
approximately  the  following  results. 
In  a  number  of  the  cases  indicated  as 
personal  inquiries,  it  is  certain  that 
alumni  or  present  students  influenced 
the  choice,  but  the  original  inquiry 
was  independent.  In  a  number  of 
cases  where  different  definite  influ- 
ences have  combined,  as  a  clergyman 
and  an  undergraduate,  credits  have 
been  given  to  both,  so  that  the  totals 
in  this  list  slightly  exceed  the  total 
number  of  names.  26 — 21  men  and  5 
women — came  through  present  stud- 
ents, including  the  class  of '12.  22 — 14 
men  and  8  women — come  on  the  ad- 
vice of  graduates  and  former  students 
16 — 12  women  and  4  men — seem  to 
have  come  on  their  own  initiative 
The  advice  of  clergymen  is  more  or 
less  responsible  for  5  or  6.  5  are  con- 
nected with  members  of  the  faculty  or 
residents  of  Lake  Forest.  Some  8  or 
9  are  directly  traceable  to  Mr.  Brad- 
field's  efforts,  and  no  doubt  he  may 
have  confirmed  others  whose  choice 
was  hesitating.  Finally,  the  list  con- 
tains the  names  of  three  former  stud- 
ents not  in  last  year's  catalogue,  and 
two  who  do  some  work  of  instruction.

Once  again  the  gates  of  Lake  For- 
est have  been  entered  by  a  verdant 
Freshman  class,  and  as  usual  they  re- 
ceived a  warm  reception  at  the  hands 
of  the  Sophomores.  The  class  was 
big  but  the  Soph  was  mighty  enough 
to  cope  with  all  problems  that  came 
up  and  the  education  in  the  ways  of 
college  life  was  duly  started  upon  by 
the  Fresh. 

Of  course  the  usual  things  in  the 
line  of  ragging  were  indulged  in  but  a 
decidedly  new  departure  was  made 
when  the  Freshmen  performed  for 
the  amusement  and  edification  of  the 
theatre  going  public  at  amateur  night 
at  O'Neill's  theater.

ALUMNI  NEWS 

The  budget  of  Alumni  news  on 
hand  after  the  vacation  is  smaller  than 
usual,  probably  not  because  there  is 
less  of  interest  to  record,  but  because 
fishing  for  bass  was  more  amusing  to 
the  editor  than  fishing  for  items.  The 
first  item  is  the  major  portion  of  a  no- 
tice contributed  to  the  Continent  by 
Professor   Halsey. 

1881  —  Arthur  Dana  Wheeler  was 
born  at  Kenosha,  Wis.,  March  2,  1861, 
and  died  Aug, 29  of  this  year  at  his  home 
at  Lake  Forest,  111.  He  was  educated  at 
the  Kenosha  high  school  and  at  Lake 
Forest  College  and  was  a  graduate  of 
the  college  class  of  1881.  He  was 
married  Dec  23,  1886,  to  Miss  Anna 
Holt  of  Lake  Forest  and  on  the  same 
day  entered  the  law  firm  of  Williams, 
Holt  and  Wheeler.  He  was  from  1903 
to  1908  president  of  the  Chicago  Tel- 
ephone Company  and  for  the  last  four 
years  chairman  of  its  board  of  directors. 

His  career  as  a  successful  business 
man  is  recorded  in  the  growth  of  Chi- 
cago; his  higher  and  better  life,  as  a 
noble   Christian    citizen,  is    hidden    in 


the  lives  and  the  affections  of  those 
whom  he  loved  and  those  whom  he  in- 
spired. His  salient  characteristics 
were  modest  self-effacement,  heartful 
loving  kindness,  clear  vision,  calm  do- 
liberate  judgment,  sereneness  of  man- 
ner and  of  soul,  and  obsolute  surrender 
at  the  call  of  duty.  It  was  notable 
that  he  drew  you  out  and  talked  about 
you,  and  not  about  himself.__  One  of 
his  electric  linesmen  told  the  writer 
that  all  the  boys  liked  their  president 
because  he  met  them  with  a  level  gaze 
and  a  level  friendship,  and  not  as  a 
master.  He  was  one  of  three  college 
students  who  for  a  month  gave  daily, 
out  of  the  precious  working  hours,  two 
for  the  help  of  an  instructor  whose 
temporary  loss  of  eyesight  would  other- 
wise have  forced  the  abandonment  of 
his  duties. 

In  the  legal  firm  of  which  for  so 
many  years  he  was  an  honored  mem- 
ber it  fell  to  his  incisive  and  dispas- 
sionate mind  to  investigate  and  collo- 
cate and  prepare  the  material  which 
others  should  present,  and  although  at 
times  he  craved  the  forensic  opportun- 
ity he  accepted  the  less  brilliant  career 
with  loyalty  and  devotion,  and  he  was 
in  that  house,  preeminently,  not  only 
a  councilor  but  a  counselor  and  adviser 
to  all  his  comrades.  His  fairness,  his 
considerateness,  his  courtesy,  his  calm 
judgment  never  forsook  him,  and  made 
him  a  man  to  lean  upon  and  to  carry 
human  burdens.  And  this  he  never 
shirked,  and  he  carried  them  with  a 
serene  and  smiling  acceptance  which 
completely  concealed  many  a  sacrifice 
he  was  making.  All  men  loved  Ar- 
thur Wheeler  because  he  loved  all 
men. 

He  was  an  old-fashioned  Chris- 
tian. He  loved  his  Bible,  he  main- 
tained family  prayers  in  his  home,  he 
felt  the  presence  of  a  personal  Saviour 
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in  his  daily  life.  Yet  no  man  more 
than  he  realized  the  twentieth  century 
needs  for  the  church  of  Christ.  He 
held  the  church  to  its  charter  as  a 
working  church,  bringing  salvation  not 
merely  to  the  individual  but  to  society. 
This  was  manifest  in  all  his  agency — 
in  the  church,  in  the  Sunday  school,  in 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  He  was  a  working 
Christian  because  he  was  a  living 
Christian.  And  he  died  as  he  had 
lived — splendidly  working. 

1887 — The  Nation  for  September 
26  contains  an  interesting  letter  from 
B.  A.  Konkle  concerning  a  curious 
custom  in  S.  W.  Missouri  connected 
with  the  cave  tomb  of  an  old  settler 
of  that  region. 

1893 — The  corner  stone  of  the  new 
Westminster  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Portland,  Oregon,  of  which  Rev.  Henry 
Marcotte  is  pastor,  was  laid  on  June 
23  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  The 
chief  addresses  were  given  by  Rev. 
John  H.  Boyd,  formerly  of  Evanston 
and  while  there  a  Trustee  of  Lake  For- 
est College,  and  by  Rev.  Wm. O.Forbes 
^80,  who  founded  the  church  as  a  small 
Sunday  School  in  what  was  then  an 
outlying  district  of  Portland  twenty 
years  ago.  From  this  small  beginning 
the  church  has  grown  to  a  member- 
ship of  550  and  to  be  the  second  in 
size  among  Protestant  organizations 
in  Portland.  The  new  building  is  to 
seat  1,200,  to  cost  $100,000,  and  with 
its  wings  and  grounds  will  cover  an 
entire  city  block.  Lake  Forest  must 
naturally  take  a  special  interest  and 
pride  in  the  achievement. 

1895 — Geo.  B.  Bergen  has  ac- 
quired a  commodious  building  at  1029 
Waveland  Avenue,  and  has  moved  his 
main  school  to  the  new  quarters,  re- 
taining the  building  at  527  Fullerton 
Parkway    as   a    primary    school.      The 


new  building  is  well  equipped  for 
school  purposes  and  has  four  acres  of 
playground. 

1897 — Rev.  Alexander  Black  is 
leaving  his  home  missionary  field  at 
Fort  Defiance,  Ariz.,  where  he  has 
been  working  for  six  years. 

1898 — We  regret  to  report  the 
death  in  Chicago,  July  6,  of  Mrs.  Geo. 
W.  Colman,  mother  of  A.  J.  Colman. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Coleman  were  for  some,  years 
residents  of  Lake  Forest,  residing 
where  Mrs.  Paul  Benson  now  lives. 

1906 — Announcements  have  been 
received  of  the  marriage  of  Helen  Van 
Nuys  Williamson  of  Greenwood,  S.  D., 
and  Herbert  B.  Lyman,  on  Wednes- 
day, September  25th.

PAN-HELLENIC  RULES. 

By  action  of  the  Faculty  on  Oct- 
ober 8,  1912,  the  propositions  of  the 
Inter-Fraternity  Committee  on  pledg- 
ing and  initiation  were  adopted  as 
follows: 

1.  The  last  Friday  before  Thanks- 
giving shall  be  Pledge  Day,  and  no 
student  shall  be  pledged  before  nine 
o'clock  on  the  evening  of  this  day. 

2.  No  Freshman  shall  be  initiated 
until  he  has  received  credit  for  all  of 
his  scheduled  college  work  for  the  first 
semester,  or  until  any  condition  im- 
posed shall  be  removed.  In  case  of  a 
failure  in  the  first  semester,  the  stu- 
dent may  become;eligible  for  initiation 
by  passing  in  all  his  scheduled  work 
for  the  second  semester. 

The  Faculty  also  expressed  un- 
official approval  of  the  following  addi- 
tional propositions: 

3.  At  nine  o'clock  on  the  evening 
of  Pledge  Day,  all  Freshman  shall  be 
alone  in  their  rooms.  One  man  shall 
then  deliver  to  the  Freshmen  the  writ- 
ten invitation  of  all  the  Fraternities 
and  shall  call  for  their  sealed  answers 
within  an  hour.  From  nine  o'clock 
until  the  sealed  answers  are  collected, 
the  Freshmen  shall  not  be  spoken  to 
by  any  member  of  the  upper  classes 
or  t,by  other  members  of  their  own 
class. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  singing,  in- 
strumental music  or  unnecessary  noise 
of  any  kind  in  the  Fraternity  rooms 
after  eight  thirty  in  the  evenings,  ex- 
cept on  Fridays  and  Saturdays  and 
just  before  holidays.

I  have  been  asked  by  the  STEN- 
TOR   to     say    in    a    few    words    why    I 
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would  cast  my  vote  for  Roosevelt  if 
the  women  of  Illinois  had  the  privi- 
lege of  the  ballot.

A  girl  once  said  to  me,  "When  I 
was  a  freshman  I  decided  that  I  would 
come  back  to  college  the  coming  year, 
if  for  no  other  reason  than  just  to  be 
an  old  girl."  And  it  is  nice  to  come 
back  to  your  college,  classified  as  an 
old  girl  and  to  be  one  means  a 
great  deal  more  than  one  realizes. 
New  girls  only  see  the  outward  dem- 
onstrations of  joy  which  are  so  appar- 
ent, especially  during  the  first  week, 
as  the  arrival  of  each  old  girl  is  an- 
nounced. And  at  that  time  the  new 
girl  naturally  feels  that  to  know  every 
one  is  the  one  great  advantage  of  be- 
ing an  old   girl. 

Each  new  girl  has  pictured  in  her 
imagination  her  ideas  of  college  life 
— Each  picture  differs.  A  few  girls  see 
themselves  as  shining  intellectual 
sharks  mastering  the  whole  curriculum 
in  the  four  short  years.  Others  imag- 
ine a  life  of  continual  pleasure,  a  pleas- 
ing picture  of  life  "free  from  care" 
where  "feed?"  are  the  all  important 
thing;  the  more  feeds  they  can  attend 
in  one  evening,  the  more  "pranks" 
they  can  partake  in;  the  more  ideal  is 
the  college  life  they  aie  living.  Not 
that  the  old  girl  doesn't  have  feeds  nor 
attend  them;  not  that  she  never  is  an 
active  participant  in  the  most  undigni- 
fied pranks,  but  the  old  girl  has  a  dif- 
ferent conception  of  college  life  in 
general.

She  may  have  come  to  college  ex- 
pecting to  direct  her  chief  interests 
along  deep  intellectual  channels  but 
some  how  she  was  rescued  from  that 
fate  and  found  a  most  happy  combina- 
tion of  work  and  play. 

Every  old  girl  can  look  back  to 
the  night  when  she  sat  here  as  a  fresh- 
man at  the  "New  Girls  dinner"  and  in 
comparison  she  sees  herself  now  a 
much  changed  and  much  improved 
person. 

While  we  haven't  accomplished 
all  the  great  feats — physically,  socially 
and  intellectually  which  we  were  am- 
bitious to  accomplish,  we  have  gained 
things  of  greater  value — we  have 
learned  how  to  learn.  We  have  dis- 
covered what  real  friendship  means;

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Lake  Forest  Wins  Over  Beloit 


The  Slate  is  Still  Clear  From  Defeat 


Lake  Forest  virtually  clinched 
the  Little  Five  championship  as  well 
as  the  leadership  of  two  states  when 
they  won  over  Beloit  by  the  score  of 
10  to  7  last  Saturday  at  Beloit.  Over 
fifty  enthusiastic  rooters  accompan- 
ied the  team  to  the  enemy's  territory 
on  the  special  train  which  left  Lake 
Forest  at  nine  o'clock,  and  on  their 
arrival  at  Beloit  were  cordially  met 
and  welcomed  by  the  notorious  seven 
"Hikers"  who  had  arrived  the  night 
before  as  a  result  of  their  pedestrian 
efforts  of  four  davs's  time. 

Contrary  to  the  accounts  in  the 
Chicago  papers  which  received  their 
information  from  Beloit  headquarters, 
the  game  was  fairly  and  squarely  won 
and  all  efforts  to  cast  doubt  upon  the 
result  by  means  of  false  and  ambig- 
uous statements  concerning  the  game 
and  referees  are  absolutely  unground- 
ed and  uncalled  for.  Beloit  was  de- 
cisively beaten  by  clean  play  on  Lake 
Forest's  part. 

Captain  McKee  won  the  toss  and 
kicked  off  to  Fucik  who  was  downed 
by  Andy  Dunsmore.  Here  the  battle 
began  with  the  Lake  Forest  rooters 
cheering    and     yelling    lustily.       No 


scoring  was  done  in  the  first  quarter 
and  the  play  was  in  Beloit's  territory 
most  of  the  time.  Twice  McKee  at- 
tempted a  place  kick,  the  first  time 
it  fell  short  about  a  foot  and  the 
second  time  it  was  successfully 
blocked.  The  quarter  closed  with 
the  ball  in  Beloit's  territory.  Score 
0-0. 

Both  teams  started  the  second 
quarter  with  a  rush  and  the  ball  was 
carried  back  and  forth  with  open 
playing  as  Beloit  could  not  puncture 
Lake  Forest's  defense  and  punted. 
Kitteringham  handled  all  of  them  con- 
sistently and  carried  them  back  to 
the  center  of  the  field.  Lake  Forest 
then  ran  the  ball  to  the  Beloit  35  yard 
line  and  McKee  executed  a  perfect 
place  kick  from  a  hard  angle.  The 
Lake  Forest  contingent  on  the  side 
lines  whooped.  The  ball  was.  put  in- 
to play  again  and  the  quarter  ended 
after  a  few  minutes.  Score  Lake 
Forest  3;  Beloit  0. 

After  their  talk  and  advice  from 
Coach  Kennedy  the  men  went  in  to 
swell  the  score.  Beloit  seemed  to 
have  the  same  idea  and  started  a  ser- 
ies of   spurts    through    the    line    but

soon  exhausted  themselves.  McKee 
punted  out  of  danger  and  the  ball  was 
held  in  the  middle  of  the  field.  It 
was  at  this  point  that  Andy  Duns- 
more  interceped  a  forward  pass  and 
with  Krueger  as  interference  loped 
45  yards  for  a  touchdown.  McKee 
kicked  goal.  The  quarter  ended 
without  further  scoring.  The  sky 
was  rosy  on  the  Lake  Forest  side. 
Lake  Forest  10,  Beloit  0. 

The  last  quarter  was  the  climax 
of  the  game  as  the  rough  work  of  the 
Wisconsin  tribe  became  thoroughly 
disgusting  and  intolerable.  Beloit 
finally  worked  a  forward  pass  to  with- 
in striking  distance  of  Lake  Forest's 
goal  line  and  with  their  line  holding 
and  carrying  our  men  around  in  their 
arms  the  ball  was  put  over,  but  im- 
mediately brought  back  and  the 
penalty  for  holding  justly  given  to 
Beloit.  Beloit's  Coach  ran  onto  the 
field  contrary  to  rules  and  naturally 
another  penalty  followed.  We  draw 
a  |curtain  over  the  "Beloit  versus 
referee"  mob  scene  and  say  that  to- 
ward the  end  of  the  game  a  Beloit 
man  sifted  through  the  line  and  scored 
a  touchdown  and  the  goal  was  kicked. 
The  game  ended  with  the  kickoff  and 
a  few  plays  and  Beloit  stood  with  their 
first  defeat  of  the  season  staring  them 
in  the  face  10  to  7.

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Student  Volunteer  Conference. 


On  December  6  and  7  the  com- 
munity of  Lake  Forest  and  the  stu- 
dent bodies  of  the  College,  Academy 
and  Ferry  Hall  will  have  the  oppor- 
tunity and  pleasure  of  enteitaining 
and  accomodating  some  two  hundred 
students  who  will  come  here  to  repre- 
sent their  respective  schools  in  the 
annual  Student  Volunteer  Conference 
which  is  scheduled  to  take  place  here. 
This  confererence  was  held  at  Naper- 
ville  last  year,  and  as  the  league  is 
made  up  of  associations  of  institutions 
in  and  about  Chicago,  Lake  Forest  was 
suggested  as  the  meeting  place  for  this 
year  because  of  its  convenience  and 
accomodations.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  the  college  have  as- 
sured the  executive  committee  of  their 
mutual  support  in  the  enterprise  and 
and  already  have  appointed  commit- 
tees for  handling  and  arranging  for 
this  gathering  of  volunteers.  To  take 
care  of  and  provide  for  two  hundred 
people  for  these  two  days; will  mean  that 
every  one  here  must  sacrifice  time  and 
a  small  degree  of  comfort  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  venture  in  the  best  pos- 
sible manner.  It  is  planned  to  use  all 
available  rooms  and  quarters  in  the 
various  dormitorious  of  the  campus 
and    committees    are    soon    to    locate 


these  so  that  confusion  will  be  avoided 
at  that  time.  The  situation  will  be 
similar  to  accomodating  our  inter- 
scholastic  visitors  in  the  spring  with 
the  happy  exception  that  there  will  be 
a  wholly  different  class  of  people  who 
are  here  for  a  different  purpose. 
Scholastic  depredations  and  antics 
need  not  be  anticipated  or  feared. 

The  conference  meetings  will  in 
all  probability  be  held  in  the  chapel, 
and  the  program  which  is  being  ar- 
ranged by  the  executive  board  of  the 
association  will  be  of  great  value  and 
benefit  to  all.  Strong  and  persuasive 
speakers  have  been  secured  for  the  oc- 
casion and  it  has  been  suggested  that 
the  local  student  body  offer  something 
by  way  of  entertainment  and  interest. 
Negotiations  are  under  way  for  a  meet- 
ing to  be  held  in  the  Presbyterian 
church  and  the  cooperation  of  the 
whole  church  community  is  being  so- 
licited and  hoped  for. 

A  union  meeting  of  the  two  asso- 
ciations will  be  held  tonight  in  the 
chapel  to  incite  further  interest  in  the 
conference  by  outlining  and  giving  a 
more  detailed  account  of  the  plans  and 
purpose  of  the  conference.  A  full  at- 
tendance of  the  student  body  is 
urged. 
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INTER-CLASS  SPORT. 

The  game  between  the  Freshmen 
and  Sophomores  last  Saturday  has 
presented  a  point  of  vital  interest  to 
us  all.  It  involves  the  question  of 
inter-class  sport  taking  a  place  in  the 
athletic  curriculium  of  our  college  life 
and  this  we  judge — a  question  worthy 
of  considerable  discussion. 

Of  course  the  first  objection 
offered  in  regard  to  the  institution  of 
class  games  is  that  Lake  Forest  would 
be  eliminated  from  contending  on  the 
gridiron,  diamond,  etc,  with  other 
colleges  and  that  this  would  be  detri- 
mental to  the  furthering  of  the  col- 
lege interests.  We  will  eliminate  that 
objection  by  recommending  a  varsity 
team  to  represent  the  different  classes. 

And  here  are  a  few  of  the  numer- 
ous arguments  for  the  class  teams. 
They  would  lead  to  cleaner  sport  as 
no  man  would  slug  a  fraternity  brother 
or  one  of  the  men  he  must  meet  every 
day  in  his  classes  or  possibly  eat  with. 

They  would  reduce  the  factional 
unpleasantries  on  the  campus  as  the 
men  of  these  different  factions  would 
be  thrown  together  more,  in  a  com- 
mon cause. 

They  would  be  beneficial  physi- 
cally to  a  greater  number  of  college 
students. 

They  would  strengthen  class  spirit 
and  thereby  the  college  spirit. 

They  would  be  an  unlimited  help 
to  the  various  varsity  teams  in  that 
the  varsity  could  gain  better  practise 
playing  against  them  than  merely 
running  through  signals  as  at  present. 
Then  again  varsity  material  would  un- 
doubtedly show  up  in  the  class  teams 
that  could  be  brought  out  in  no  other 
way. 

There  are  a  great  number  of  other 
reasons    but    we    wish    to    leave    these 


together  with  possible  objections  to 
you.  We  will  open  these  columns  for 
the  next  two  issues  of  the  STENTOR 
for  the  opinions  of  students,  alumni 
and  faculty  on  this  subject  and  urge 
you  to  contribute  any  article  you  de- 
sire not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
fifty  words  if  possible.

The  rest  of  the  girls  live  in  two  smaller 
houses  and  take  their  meals  at  the 
large  hall.  It  seemed  to  me  that  their 
meals  were  not  quite  so  good  nor  so 
well  served  as  ours  are. 

"Concerning  the  game  which  was, 
of  course,  of  great  interest  to  me,  I 
want  to  say  that  the  spirit  was  not  as 
good  as  that  which  Lake  Forest  shows 
at  her  games.  Neither  the  attendance 
nor  the  rooting  were  what  they  should 
be,  if  we  take  our  standards  as  a  criter- 
ion of  college  enthusiasm. 

We  were  royally  entertained  and 
enjoyed  our  visit  very  much,  but  upon 
arriving  at  our  own  little  college,  we 
were  glad  and  proud  to  say  that  we 
belonged  to  Lake  Forest  College." 


OPEN  HOUSE. 


Again  the  usual  informal  party 
was  held  in  its  old  gathering  place,  the 
crowded  floor  of  Lois  Durand  Hall. 
Several  out-of-town  guests  were  pres- 
ent, besides  the  usual  gathering  of  old 
standbys. 
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PEACE  TALK  IN  THE  CHAPEL. 

Wednesday  morning  we  had  the 
pleasure — yes  the  honor — of  hearing 
Baroness  Bertha  von  Suttner  who 
spoke  to  us  at  our  daily  chapel  service. 
The  talk  was  of  such  interest  that  the 
chapel  service  was  postponed  until 
twelve  o'clock  instead  of  the  usual  ten 
o'clock. 

We  hardly  feel  competent  to  de- 
scribe the  baroness'  many  excellent 
qualities  and  her  life's  ambition,  worthy 
of  the  highest  applause. 

The  baroness  is  every  inch  an 
aristocrat  and  her  mission  to  America 
is  to  spread  the  gospel  of  peace.  She 
is  called  the  great  peace  woman  of 
Europe,  and  she  might  also  be  called  a 
prophet,  who  is  striving  to  inspire  the 
present  day  with  her  vision  of  a  dawn- 
ing future  when  the  "battle  flags  are 
furled  in  the  parliament  of  man,  the 
federation  of  the  world." 

The  baroness  is  firm  in  the  belief 
that  America  will  be  the  great  factor  in 
universal  peace,  and  it  is  this  convic- 
tion that  brings  her  here.  "For,"  she 
said,  "it  was  the  United  States  that 
first  recognized  the  Hague  tribunal  by 
referring  to  it  a  case  that  might  have 
been  construed  into  cause  for  war. 
This  act  showed  Europe  that  the  Uni- 
ted States  would  recognize  the  court 
of  international  arbitration  and 
brought  the  powers  to  an  unwilling 
acceptance  of  the  Hague's  mission." 
It  was  the  baroness'  salon  at  the  Hague 
that  kept  the  tribunal  intact. 

In  London  the  baroness  is  called 
the  woman  who  moved  the  czar  to 
peace.  It  is  a  generally  recognized 
fact  throughout  the  world  that 
Baroness  von  Suttner  has  done  more 
to  promote  the  general    peace    of   the 


world  than  any  other  man  or  woman 
today  and  that  her  work  of  prevention 
places  her  beside  other  great  women 
whose  names  are  enrolled  on  the 
world's  history  for  distinguished  work 
in  the  interests  of  a  broader  human- 
ity and  a  higher  civilization.  Al- 
though the  baroness  is  nearly  seventy 
years  old  she  looks  twenty  years 
younger.  She  has  an  imposing  per- 
sonality with  the  bearing  of  an  aristo- 
crat and  the  force  and  sincerity  of  a 
woman  in  a  great  work  world  mission. 
Our  only  regret  is  that  we  cannot 
hear  more  of  the  message  Baroness 
von  Suttner  is  delivering  in  her  tour 
of  this  country.

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  amuse- 
ment and  interest  that  we  read  the 
accounts  of  the  Beloit  game  as  they 
appear  in  the  Beloit  college  paper.

Season  Ends    With  Another  Victory 


The  Lake  Forest  football  eleven 
ended  its  football  season  by  defeating 
the  Monmouth  team  here  last  Satur- 
day by  the  decisive  score  of  26  to  0. 
Monmouth,  with  the  record  of  having 
nearly  beaten  Knox,  was  expected  to 
give  the  locals  a  battle  royal  from 
start  to  finish  and  there  was  much  sur- 
prise and  pleasure  along  the  sidelines 
when  in  the  first  two  minutes  of  play, 
Krueger  took  the  ball  through  the 
line  for  a  touchdown.  This  served  tc 
break  the  ice  and  the  ball  was  swept 
towards  the  Monmouth  goal  in  great 
gains,  and  at  the  end  of  the  quarter 
the  score  stood  20  to  0  against  Mon- 
mouth. 

Those  who  expected  to  see  Mon- 
mouth beaten  by  some  fifty  points 
were  rudely  disappointed. 

The  interim  between  quarters 
gave  the  visitors  a  chance  to  recover 
and  the  downstate  men  "came  to'' 
immediately  in  the  second  quarter 
and  played  such  an  aggressive  uphill 
game  that  no  further  scoring  was  done 
until  the  last  quarter,  when  Kittering- 
ham  made  a  brilliant  40  yard  run  for  a 
touchdown.  The  Monmouth  team 
was  no  longer  stage  struck,  and  that 
coupled    with     the     extreme  slippery 


and  muddy  field,  kept  the  score  from 
reaching  a  higher  total  They  showed 
the  acme  of  determination  in  en- 
deavoring to  cross  our  goal  line  which 
was  seldom  in  immediate  danger  of 
being  crossed.  The  plays  of  both 
teams  were  greatly  hampered  by  the 
condition  of  the  field,  and  Lake  Forest 
in  particular,  with  its  open  field  forma- 
tions, had  little  success  in  negotiating 
passes  with  the  muddy   pig-skin. 

In  addition  the  Lake  Forest  team 
seemed  to  have  acquired  the  over 
confidence  of  victory  and  there  was  an 
evident  lack  of  zest  and  precision  in 
the  plays.  Rooters  and  team  seemed 
to  be  in  a  lethargy  of  sure  victory  and 
were  woefully  disinterested.  Even 
victories  grow  stale.  An  approach  of 
Lake  Forest's  goal  near  the  end  of 
the  game  brought  everyone  out  of 
the  catemose  state,  and  spirit  was  re- 
vived again  when  the  final  touchdown 
was  slipped  over. 

Immediately  after  the  kickoff,Lake 
Forest  shoved  the  ball  toward  the 
Monmouth  line  and  on  a  hidden  ball 
play  Krueger  went  through  for  a  score. 
McKee  kicked  goal.  The  ball  was 
kicked  off  again  and  the  performance 
of  rushing    the    ball    through    was    re- 
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peated  but  in  a  longer  time.  When 
within  striking  distance  Fred  Duns- 
more  went  around  the  end  for  another 
touchdown.  The  goal  was  not  kicked. 
Again  the  ball  was  kicked  off  and  the 
teams  see-sawed  up  and  down  the  field. 
A  place  kick  was  tried  by  Lake  Forest 
but  missed  by  inches.  The  ball  was 
put  into  play  and  after  some  scrim- 
mage McKee  made  a  spectacular 
tackle  around  run  to  the  goal  line. 
Krueger  kicked  goal  and  the  score 
stood  20  too.  Monmouth  braced  for 
the  remainder  of  the  game  and  used 
their  left  end,  Kelly,  for  several  go  od 
advances.  Their  short  forward  passes 
worked  with  some  success,  when  Andy 
Dunsmore  did  not  intercept  them. 
When  scoring  seemed  to  be  abandoned 
by  both  sides,  Kitteringham  received 
the  ball  and  sped  around  the  entire 
Monmouth  team  for  the  final  touch- 
down. No  goal  was  kicked  and  the 
game  ended  soon  after  with  the  score

Fiunillnr  Sc 
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The  Beloit  Round  Table  pub- 
lishes in  full  the  Octogenarian  Letter 
which  Dr.  Andrew  D.  White,  Cornell 
University's  first  president,  wrote  for 
the  number  of  the  Cornell  Era  dedi- 
cated as  a  tribute  to  him  on  his  eight- 
ieth birthday.  The  letter  consists  of 
adozen  counsels  applying  to  condi- 
tions at  Cornell  but  adaptable  to  any 
college  of  the  land.  The  counsels 
include  strengthening  advice  on  almost 
any  phase  of  college  life  and  we  will 
submit  here  only  the  last  one  wnich 
might  well  be  directed  at  Lake  Forest. 

"Remember  that  one  word  sums 
up  all  the  indispensible  results  of  a 
university  career.  That  word  is 
Character.  I  have  known  not  a  few 
brilliant  men,  who  seemed  to  possess 
everything,  fail  for  want  of  just  that. 
Tendencies  to  cunning  and  "over- 
smartness"  have  ruined  some  of  the 
most  promising  students  I  have  known. 
I  have  very  rarely  seen  a  man  who 
dabbled  in  "College  Politics"  do  much 
after  graduation.  Cultivate  open, 
manly,  straightforward  relations  with 
townspeople,     faculty     and     students. 


Maintain  your  own  self  respect. 
Character  is  the  key  to  all  success 
worth  having.  Better  the  simpliest 
primary  education  with  character  than 
all  that  Cornell  or  Oxford  or  Leipzig 
can  give  without  it.  Ezra  Cornell  had 
little  training  in  schools;  he  mainly 
taught  himself  when  and  as  he  could, 
but  whoever  met  him  or  spoke  to  him 
or  received  a  letter  from  him  knew  him 
at  once  as  a  just,  true,  faithful,  self- 
controlled,  straightforward,  kindly 
even  when  stern — from  heart  outward, 
a  man  of  character.''

Lake  Forest,  in  its 
own  beauty  as  a  town  and  location, 
satisfied  them  all,  and  their  stay  was 
much  too  short  to  the  great  majority.

Not  a  Defeat  on  the  List 


When  the  Lake  Forest  football 
team  left  the  field  after  their  last  vic- 
tory and  Monmouth  went  home  beaten, 
we  realized  that  Lake  Forest  had  a 
team  whose  record  was  unequaled  by 
any  team  here  for  many  years. 

There  always  has  been  one  team 
which  has  been  a  bit  superior  and  at 
the  end  of  the  season,  we  had  one  de- 
feat on  record.  Last  year  it  was  Knox, 
the  year  before  it  was  Indiana  Univer 
sity,  and  the  year  before  that,  it  was 
the  Michigan  Aggies.  This  year,  how- 
ever, we  congratulate  each  other  as 
Lake  Foresters  and  say  that  we  are 
unbeaten  and  it  means  a  whole  lot. 

But  how  could  it  have  been  other- 
wise when  we  consider  that  we  have  a 
great  Coach  and  that  he  had  a  wealth 
of  material  to  mould  into  a  fighting  ma- 
chine? And  then,  did  we  not  have 
unprecedented  spirit  this  year  to  throw 
in  for  good  measure? 

That  first  game  of  the  season  on 
October  5,  when  the  team  worked  for 
its  first  time  as  a  unit,  was  a  stiff  prop- 
osition as  a  starter.  Northwestern 
University  thought  so  too  and  the 
large  crowd  was  somewhat  taken  aback 
when  Lake  Forest  nearly  scored.  The 
best     that  could    be  done    was    to    tie 


them  0-0,  and  the  large  delegation  of 
Lake  Forest  alumni  and  undergrad- 
uates were  satisfied  that  their  team 
was  in  reality  a  team. 

On  October  12,  a  second  trip  was 
taken  by  the  squad  and  Carroll  College 
fell  before  them  by  the  score  of  28-3. 

Milliken  University  had  always 
given  Lake  Forest  a  close  run  for  the 
game  and  came  here  on  the  19th  full 
of  expectancy  and  anticipating  a  vic- 
tory. Coach  Kennedy  tried  out  every 
man  on  his  squad  in  this  game  and  at 
the  end  another  game  had  been  added 
to  the  string  by  the  count  of  49  O. 

The  most  spectacular  and  hardest 
game  of  the  season  was  beyond  doubt 
the  battle  with  Knox.  The  largest 
crowd  ever  on  the  football  field  wit- 
nessed the  defeat  of  Knox  and  sang 
the  praises  of  the  Red  and  Black  team. 
Knox  played  very  aggressively  and 
strenuously  but  were  overcome  by 
superior  football  craft. 

To  "hang  it  on  Beloit"  has  been 
the  slogan  at  Lake  Forest  for  years 
and  it  is  well  nigh  a  traditional  one. 
A  crowd  of  fifty  rooters  accompanied 
the  team  by  special  train  to  Beloit  on 
November  2  and  did  their  part  to  se- 
cure the   second    scalp    from    the  Wis- 
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consin  tribe,  Beloit  falling  a  victim  to 
the  strength  of  Illinois  tribe  by  the 
close,  yet  decisive  score  of  10  to  7. 

The  Monmouth  game  on  Novem- 
ber 16th,  was  looked  upon  as  an  anti- 
climax and  much  was  expected  from 
the  down-state  team. 

The  Monmouth  game  was  strung 
up  in  the  first  quarter  cf  play  by  the 
home  team  and  25-0  showed  on  the 
score  board  at  the  end  of  the  game. 

The  total  score  of  the  season  is 
127  points  for  Lake  Forest  against 
the  opponents'  total  of  16. 

The  Little  Five  Conference  title 
rests  at  Lake  Forest,  and  the  validity 
of  the  State  Championship  is  not  ser- 
iously questioned.

THE  MEN  ON  THE  TEAM. 

The  strength  and  mechanism  of 
a  football  team  may  well  be  judged  by 
the  efficiency  of  the  football  captain. 
This  year  Lake  Forest  is  the  proud 
retainer  of  the  "Little  Five"  champion- 
ship together  with  the  championships 
of  Illinois  and  Wisconsin.  Then 
honor  the  man  to  whom  honor  is  due 
and    tip    your   hat  to    Ralph    McKee. 

From  his  position  at  left  tackle 
Captain  McKee  watched  every  move 
of  hi>  boys  in  action  and  at  the  same 
time  kept  his  opponent  laboring  under 
the  belief  that  he  was  playing  against 
a  stone  wall  rather  than  a  human  being. 
He  carried  the  ball  for  good  gains 
around  tackle.  His  toe  saved  the  day 
time  and  again  by  placing  the  ball  out 
of  dangerous  territory.     But  when  the 


whistle  blew  for  the  end  of  the  Mon- 
mouth game,  it  sounded  the  end  of 
football  for  ''Big  Mac"  as  he  graduates 
next  June  and  will  go  out  to  make  his 
gains  and  eventually  his  touchdowns 
in  the  world. 

Rowland  and  Andrew  Dunsmore 
are  two  more  men  that  have  given  their 
strength  and  time  for  the  sake  of  Lake 
Forest  athletics  and  the  same  whistle 
that  blew  McKee  out  of  his  moleskins 
eliminated  these  two  stars  from  the 
game  in  the  future.  "Dauby"  at  quarter 
this  year  was  a  second  Napoleon  in  his 
generalship.  He  found  the  weakest 
spots  in  an  opposing  line  and  called 
his  play  with  absolute  accuracy  and 
judgment.  His  forward  passing  showed 
the  greatest  precision.  Andy  out  on 
the, end  could  stretch  his  legs  out  when 
called  around,  and  never  failed  to  be 
on  the  ground  at  a  time  a  forward 
pass  was  due  from  either  team. 
When  it  came  to  defense  Andy  never 
missed  his  man,  that  is  not  until  after 
he  had  tackled  him,  and  then  it  was  no 
unusual  thing  to  find  him  missing  from 
the  lineup.  And  so  these  two  men 
are  to  go  when  the  diplomas  are  hand- 
ed out  next  June.  They  will  be  missed 
and  always  welcomed  back  on  the 
campus  when  they  see  fit  to  come. 

And  now  for  the  man  on  whose 
shoulders  the  honor  of  the  team  is  to 
rest  next  year,  Fred  Dunsmore.  Fred- 
die came  here  last  year  a  freshman, 
and  immediately  piled  into  a  football 
suit  to  go  forth  in  an  attempt  to  show 
his  older  brothers  that  he  knew  some- 
thing of  the  great  American  sport. 
Well,  he  showed  them  all  right  with 
the  result  that  his  fame  as  a  player 
spread  throughout  this  state  and  Wis- 
consin. Again  this  year  when  the 
registering  was  all  done  it  was  noted 
that  three  of  the  Dunsmore  family 
were    enrolled    and    when    the    Coach 
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lined  up  his  boys  for  their  first  prac- 
tice there  was  no  hesitancy  in  placing 
Freddy  in  the  back  field.  And  he 
didn't  disappoint  anyone  back  there 
either.  He  played  a  fast,  steady,  con- 
sistent game.  His  stiff-arming  was  a 
terror  on  the  offense  and  he  was  the 
backbone  of  the  defense.  In  view  of 
all  this  he  has  been  afforded  one  of 
the  greatest  honors  that  Lake  Forest 
can  give  to  any  of  its  students  for 
"Freddy"'  was  elected  Captain  for  next 
year. 

Charles  Mather  entered  Lake 
Forest  two  years  ago,  too  late  to  show 
his  football  prowess  in  the  Fall  of  1910. 
He  was  on  the  gridiron  with  the  first 
last  year,  however,  and  showed  that 
football  in  the  Mather  family  was  just 
as  distinct  as  that  of  the  Dnnsmores. 
Charlie  got  out  on  end  with  the  inten- 
tion of  holding  that  end  down  or  know- 
ing why.  Well,  at  the  end  of  last  sea- 
son and  of  this  season  no  one  disputed 
that  Charlie  had  not  failed  to  do  what 
he  said  he  would  for  that  end  of  his 
was  so  well  held  down  that  it  will  stay 
there  and  be  waiting  for  him  when  th 
team  lines  up  again  next  year. 

Krueger  is  another  of  last  year's 
products  that  was  seen  on  the  grid- 
iron this  year.  His  work  at  tackle 
last  year  put  him  in  line  for  an  end 
position  this  year  and  he  was  never 
missing  from  the  lineup.  "Krug"  is  an 
all  round  athlete  and  keeps  in  condi- 
tion the  entire  year  so  the  man  who 
has  to  buck  him  is  mighty  lucky  if  he 
has  on  plenty  of  pads. 

George  Kitteringham  came  here 
this  Fall  with  a  big  reputation  behind 
him  as  a  football  star  and  he  started 
right  out  to  make  this  reputation  good. 
There  was  never  a  play  pulled  off  dur- 
ing the  entire  year  that  "Kit"  wasn't 
there  to    either    carry   the    ball    or    to 


form  interference  for  the  man  that 
was  carrying  it.  On  the  defence  "Kit" 
was  the  man  who  stood  back  to  re- 
ceive the  kicks  with"Freddie"and  when 
he  did  receive  them  he  lost  little  if 
any  time  ripping  off  the  yards  toward 
Lake  Forest's  goal.  And  when  it 
came  to  tackling — well  come  back  and 
help  land  the  championship  next  year 
"Kit". 

Edward  E.  Hawkes,  Jr.  was  the 
freshman  that  did  the  big  line  work. 
He  was  in  every  game  of  the  year  at 
right  tackle  and  was  a  second  Paskins. 
June  was  a  tower  of  strength  on  both 
the  offense  and  defense  and  is  one  of 
the  men  Coach  Kennedy  is  building 
up  his  1913  hopes  on. 

Dave  Johnson  came  out  with  the 
first  volunteers  this  year.  He  frankly 
admitted  that  he  was  somewhat  behind 
in  the  finer  arts  of  football  but  started 
right  in  to  learn  them.  As  the  result 
he  played  a  guard  with  the  team  the 
entire  season  and  will  be  a  wearer  of 
an  L.  F.  when  the  sweaters  are  given 
out. 

The  position  of  center  on  a  team 
is  one  of  hard  work  and  scarce  honor. 
E.  Franzen  is  the  man  who  snapped 
the  ball  and  started  the  plays  that  won 
Lake  Forest  the  championship.  He  is 
just  a  first  year  man,  yet  his  passing 
was  always  accurate  and  he  bore  the 
grinding  and  smashing  of  the  defense 
without  once  taking  out  time.  He  has 
proved  himself  a  man  worthy  of  wear- 
ing an  L.  F.  and  will  be  looked  to  in 
building  up  the  team  next  season. 

Bryant  Nolder  was  the  backbone 
of  the  line  in  his  position  at  guard.  He 
always  made  his  hole  on  the  offense 
and  blocked  the  holes  on  the  defense. 
"Ike"  was  always  wide  awake  and  kept 
his  eye  on  the  ball.  He  was  never 
called  for    offside    playing   and  yet  he 
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was  through  the  line  and  onto  his  man 
time  and  again  before  the  spectators 
knew  that  the  ball  was  in  play.

The  season  of  1912  has  been  the 
most  interesting  and  most  enjoyable 
of  the  last  five  years. 

In  the  first  place,  the  squad  was 
undoubtedly  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  college.  Never  before  has 
there  been  a  year  when  there  were 
twenty  men  eligible  for  the  squad  pic- 
ture at  the  end  of  a  season.  This  year 
there  were  twenty-three.

It  has  long  been  the  cry  of  the  un- 
collegiate  class  of  the  country  that  a 
college  education  offers  few,  if  any, 
practical  studies.  We  believe  this  de- 
bate course  to  totally  refute  their  cry. 

The  discussions  held  in  this  class 
every  Monday  night  are  always  on 
questions  of  vital  and  immediate  impor- 


tance. The  questions  are  offered  both 
by  Professor  Sibley  and  by  the  stu- 
dents and  bring  out  valuable  informa- 
tion on  economic,  collegiate,  and 
political  topics  of  the  day.  The  dis^ 
cussions  do  not  settle  on,  who  wrote 
some  of  the  Shakespearan  plays?  What 
was  the  date  of  the  translation  of  the 
Uliad,  etc,  but  upon  such  questions  as 
whether  or  not  the  habitual  use  of  to- 
bacco is  detrimental  to  the  college  stu- 
dent, segregation  via  the  abolition  of 
vice  in  our  big  cities,  intercollegiate 
versus  intercla-s  athletics,  the  abolition 
of  the  Monroe  Doctrine,  etc.  It  is  a 
course  beneficial  to  every  college  stu- 
dent and  should  be  taken  by  every 
college  student  at  the  earliest  possible 
date.

The  item  below  was  posted  on  the 
bulletin  board  some  time  ago  and 
gives  a  clear  meaning  of  the  action 
taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  re- 
garding the  raise  of  tuition  and  fees: 

For  many  years  there  has  been  no 
change  in  our  tuition  fee,  although  ex- 
penses in  every  line  have  increased 
very  largely.  The  result  is  that  for 
some  time  our  tuition  has  been  below 
that  of  other  colleges  in  our  class  in 
this  section.     We  have  also  been  ham-

pered  every  year  by  the  insufficiency 
of  the  income  from  athletic  fees  for 
the  support  of  college  athletics. 

In  consideration  of  these  facts,  the 
Trustees  have  voted,  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Faculty,  to  change  the  total 
charge  for  tuition  and  general  fees 
from  #33.50  to  $40.00  a  semester  (the 
same  as  Beloit,  for  example),  and  of 
this  sum  to  credit  to  the  Athletic  As- 
sociation $4.00  per  semester  instead  of 
$2.50  as  at  present.  By  this  means, 
the  Athletic  Association  will  have  suf- 
ficient funds  to  meet  its  budget,  and 
will  not  need  to  call  upon  the  students 
for  special  assessments  or  upon  the 
citizens  of  Lake  Forest  for  reluctant 
contributions.  The  average  athletic 
fee  at  other  colleges  in  our  class  is 
$2. 50  a  semester,  but  we  are  practically 
compelled  to  make  this  fee  larger  be- 
cause our  gate  receipts  fall  far  below 
those  of  most  colleges.  There  will 
also  be  a  larger  amount  from  the  in- 
creased tuition  credited  to  the  College 
Library. 

The  changes  here  indicated  will  go 
into  effect  with  the  academic  year  op- 
ening in  September,  1913.

Some  time  ago  when  it  was  an- 
nounced that  on  the  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  of  December  we  would  en- 
tertain the  Student  Volunteer  Confer- 
ence, some  few  of  us  were  in  doubt  as 
to  what  it  really  was.  But  now  that  it 
is  all  over  and  we  feel  some  of  the 
devotion  and  inspiration  which  moved 
the  leaders  and  the  delegates  of  that 
conference,  we  realize  the  vast  work 
and  importance  of  the  Student  Volun- 
teer movement.  The  object  of  that 
conference  as  we  now  see  it  was  three 
fold.  To  stimulate  and  further  inspire 
the  men  and  women,  who  had  already 
volunteered  to  go  as  workers  to  the 
foreign  fields;  to  inspire  and  bring  out 
new  volunteers  for  those  fields  and 
lastly  to  educate  and  enlighten  those 
who  were  not  in  close  touch  with  the 
movement,  as  to  just  what  missionary 
work  in  its  many  phases  really  was. 

Early  Friday  afternoon  the  dele- 
gates began  to  arrive  and  after  the 
registration  was  complete,  the  canvass 
showed  one  hundred  and  eighty  dele- 
gates, representing  almost  every 
protestant  denomination  and  report- 
ing from  twenty-one  schools  and  col- 
leges in  Northern  Illinois  and  the 
vicinity  of  Chicago.  Earnest,  ener- 
getic men    and    women,    who    for   the 


most  part  had  volunteered  and  conse- 
crated their  services  for  the  foreign 
mission  field.  The  different  lines  of 
work  which  they  intended  to  follow 
were  many  and  varied  from  purely 
spiritual  work  to  medicinal,  educational, 
social,  constructive,  in  fact  everything 
which  would  stimulate  and  help  in  the 
civilizing  and  upbuilding  of  the  mon- 
ster countries  of  the  world  which  will 
some  day  assume  their  places  among 
the  powers. 

The  conference  opened  with  a 
3:30  meeting  in  the  chapel  on  Friday 
afternoon  with  J.  Lovell  Murray  in  the 
chair.  Mr.  Murray  presided  through- 
out the  entire  conference,  and  with 
O.  E.  Pence,  state  student  secretary 
ably  directed  the  work  of  the  meetings. 
Sessions  were  held  morning,  afternoon 
and  evening,  beginning  with  this 
meeting  Friday  afternoon  and  ending 
Sunday  afternoon  with  a  meeting  in 
the  church. 

Friday  evening.  Miss  Margaret 
Burton  addressed  the  conference  with 
a  talk  on  China,  covering  many  differ- 
ent topics  with  an  ease  which  pro- 
nounced her  thoroughly  conversent 
with  the  ways  and  conditions  in  that 
country. 

At    the    session    on    Saturday  after- 
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noon  came  the  real  treat  of  the  ses- 
sion, in  the  shape  of  an  address  by 
Bishop  William  F.  McDowell,  Practical 
Advice  to  Missionaries.  He  talked 
with  a  rare  knowledge  of  the  obstacles 
and  hindrances  which  would  stand  in 
the  way  of  the  missionary,  and  advised 
us  as  to  how  they  could  be  met  and 
overcome. 

Throughout  the  conference,  talks 
were  given  by  Miss  Margaret  Melcher, 
which  were  very  interesting  and  in- 
structive. Many  of  the  sessions  w  ere 
given  up  to  short  talks  by  missionaries, 
secretaries,  and  ministers  who  have 
seen  actual  service,  and  who  knew 
what  they  were  talking  about. 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  features 
of  the  conference  was  the  reception 
tendered  the  delegates  in  tV-e  church 
parlors  Saturday  afternoon,  where  peo- 
ple met  each  other  and  felt  the  hospi- 
tality of  Lake  Forest. 

In  speaking  ol  the  convention  and 
its  success  we  must  not  fail  to  say  that 
toomuch  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the 
committees  and  local  organizations 
which  worked  so  hard  to  make  it  so. 
Mr.  Hoot,  as  chairman  of  the  enter- 
tainment committee,  undoubtedly 
worked  overtime  to  assure  success,  as 
did  his  helpers  on  the  other  commit- 
tees.

HOW  TO   USE  RED  CROSS  SEALS. 

The  Post-office  department  has 
approved  of  the  Red  Cross  Christmas 
Seal  design  being  used  this  year,  and 
the  seals  may,  therefore,  in  accordance 
with  order  No.  5020  of  the  Post-office 
Department  "be  affixed  to  the  re- 
verse side  of  domestic  mail  matter". 
Red  Cross  Seals  must  be  placed  only 
on  the  back  of  letters  and  not  on  the 
address  side  of  any  packages  that  are 
going  through  the  mail.  They  may  be 
placed  anywhere  on  matter  going  by 
express.  As  many  seals  may  be  used 
on  the  back  of  a  letter  or  package  as 
may  be  desired.  Care  should  be 
exercised  in  sending  merchandise 
through  the  mails  not  to  place  seals 
over  the  string  with  which  the  pack- 
age is  tied,  since  this  seals  the  pack- 
age against  inspection  and  subjects  it 
to  first-class  postage  rates/  Red  Cross 
Seals  may  be  used  on  the  reverse  side 
of  mail  matter  sent  to  Austria,  Ger- 
many, Creat  Britain,  and  most  of  the 
British  Colonies  except  India  and 
Australia.  Guatemala,  Uruguay  and 
Portugal,  refuse  to  admit  mail  bearing 
non- postage  stamps.  Red  Cross  Seals 
may  be  used  on  the  face  of  checks,  on 
bills,  on  legal  documents  and  on  any 
commercial  paper.  These  Christmas 
Seals  are  not  good  for  postage.  They 
will  not  carry  any  mail  matter  but  any 
kind  of  mail  matter  will  carry   them.

Songs  and  piano  playing  ensued 
between  ccurses  and  at  the  end  of  the 
dinner,  toastmaster  Palmer  called  on 
the  first  speaker,  R.  McKee,  captain 
of  the  champious.  "Mac"  attempted 
to  give  his  impressions  of  four  years 
of  football  in  three  minutes,  and  after 
the  bell  rang,  R.  Dunsmore  gave  the 
second  chapter  on  the  same  subject. 
Captain- elect  F.  Dunsmnrc,  would 
rather  play  football  than  make  a  speech. 
"Andy"  Dunsmore  was  ca'led  on  to 
uphold  family  traditions  and  also  gave 
a  hint  concerning  the  season's  basket 
ball  schedule.  Professor  Clapp  boosted 
the  Garrick  Club,  and  Professor  Van 
Steenderen  vouched  for  the  scholar- 
ship of  the  athlete.  "Billy"  Baer  ex- 
pressed his  approval  of  Beloit's  defeat 
and  urged  repetition.  With  the  able 
assistance  of  Carter,  W.  Mather  Lewis 
pulled  through  with  his  store-house  of 
wit.  Diver  spoke  of  his  pleasure  in 
witnessing  the  games  this  fall  and 
marking  the  good  sportsmanship.  W. 
A.  Graff  had  read  the  scores  of  the 
games  in    Seattle  and  highly  approved 


of  athletics  as  an  advertising  medium. 
Kitteringham  expressed  pride  in  being 
a  Lake  Forester,  and  Mather  related 
a  few  stories.  Andrews,  though  a 
Princeton  graduate,  said  he  could  not 
get  over  Lake  Forest  as  being  the  one 
place.  "By"  West  told  why  he  had 
come  from  Knox  to  Lake  Forest.  The 
immortal  "Jake"  Schwartz  responded 
to  the  request  for  some  stories.  Herch- 
berger,  coach  of  the  Academy  team, 
paid  a  tribute  to  coach  Kennedy. 

The  speech  which  all  were  waiting 
for  came  when  Palmer  tactfully  intro- 
duced Coach  Kennedy,  as  "the  man 
behind.''  Mr.  Kennedy  reviewed  the 
season  from  a  personal  standpoint  and 
urged  the  continuance  of  alumni  sup- 
port. He  praised  each  man  on  the 
team  individually.  George  Lee,  who 
was  also  attending  a  Harvard  Club 
dinner,  came  in  and  spoke  of  the  im- 
portance of  playing  the  game  above 
rough  tactics  and  the  value  ot  hard 
playing  as  training  for  life.

In  regard  to  the  local  situation

CHAPEL! 

A  chapel  talk  of  a  local  and  prac- 
tical value  was  given  to  the  college 
students  last  Wednesday  morning. 
Doctor  Boyle  undertook  to  give  his 
hearers  a  few  suggestions  on  New 
Year's  resolutions  and  set  down  three 
salient  resolutions  which  could  be 
great  factors  in  life  at  college  if  applied. 

He  advocated  that  the  college 
man  avoid  certain  types  of  personages 
on  the  average  campus.  First,  the 
"time  trifler,"  the  man  who  at  the 
strategic  time  of  the  evening  habitually 
visits  ana  spends  his  time  in  his  friends' 
rooms,  thereby  depriving  his  friends 
of  valuable  time  and  patience;  second, 
avoid  the  "knocker,"  the  man  who 
brings  with  him  the  cloud  of  gloom 
and  pessimism,  the  man  who  sees  only 
the  faults  in  athletics  and  all  campus 
situations.  Dispel  the  gloom  of  such 
company.  Third,  avoid  the  "doubter." 
The  man  who  makes  a  practice  of  test- 
ing the  beliefs  of  every  new  man  he 
meets  is  to  be  rigidlv  shunned. 


After  these  negative  admonitions, 
Doctor  Boyle  advised  the  selection 
and  attachment  of  a  definite  purpose 
to  hold  to. 

Talks  like  this  one,  and  other  re- 
cent ones,  on  subjects  intimate  with 
college  life,  or  dealing  with  current 
problems  and  events,  make  chapel  ex- 
ercises what  they  should  be  and  are.

The  Thursday  night  before  vaca- 
tion the  inhabitants  of  Lois  Hall  were 
aroused  about  ten  o'clock  by  the  fire 
alarm.  In  various  stages  of  sleepiness 
they  all  gathered  on  first  floor  for  the 
roll  call,  and  then  were  summoned  by 
another  alarm  to  the  "big  room". 
There  in  the  center  of  the  room  blazed 
a  tiny  Christmas  tree  presided  over 
by  a  Santa  Claus  who  passed  around 
bags  of  candy  and  popcorn  balls  and 
fruit,  assisted  by  the  House  Com- 
mittee. 

The  half  hour  was  spent  in  sing- 
ing and  merry  making.  Margaret 
Clarke  sang  "Holy  Night"  and  the 
party  dispersed  in  a  decidedly  more 
pleasant  frame  of  mind  than  they 
usually  were  in  after  a  fire  drill.

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At  last  the  desired  action  has  been 
taken  or  is  about  to  be  taken.  All 
open  houses  are  to  be  held  in  the  Art 
Institute.  For  many  long  months  it 
has  been  perfectly  obvious  to  the 
dancers  that  Lois  Hall  was  too  small  to 
accommodate  all  the  frequenters  of 
the  social  occasions,  and  many  at- 
tempts have  been  made  in  the  past  to 
secure  the  larger  floor  for  the  functions. 

Just  during  the  last  week  has  the 
final  step  been  taken,  much  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  The 
only  change  in  the  running  of  the 
Open  House  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
present  plans  include  a  clause  which 
provides  that  the  men  pay  for  every 
alternate  Open  House  as  the  expense 
of  the  larger  Hall  will  be  greater. 
This  sounds  very  reasonable  and  yet 
if  one  takes  time  to  analyze  it  thor- 
oughly, there  are  a  few  questions  that 
arise  tnat  may  be  answered  or  left  un- 
answered as  the  mood  takes  you. 

In  the  first  place  the  Open  Houses 
cost,  or  are  reported  to  cost,  when  the 
new  plan  is  inaugurated,  some  four 
dollars  and  twenty-five  cents.  This 
divided  among  the  girls  in  the  Hall 
amounts  to  approximately  ten  cents  an 
Open  House  according  to  their  sys- 
tem of  division.  There  are  some  eigh- 
teen Open  Houses  during  the  entire 
school  year  which  means  that  each 
girl  is  assessed  one  dollar  arid  eighty 
cents  a  year  in  order  to  entertain  the 
men. 

And  now  as  long  as  there  is  a  cry 
to  divide  this  cost,  why  not  do  a  few 
of  these  things?  Why  not  have  the 
girls  split  with  the  men  on  Prom  tick- 
ets? Why  not  let  the  girls  pay  half  of 
the  Monahan  bills?  These  are  all  rea- 
sonable, and  there  are  more  questions 


that  might  be  suggested  in  connection 
with  these. 

Then  again,  what  system  is  going 
to  be  used  to  collect  from  the  men? 
You  can  hardly  expect  to  collect  the 
same  amount  from  each  of  the  frater- 
nities for  while  the  fraternities  would 
be  willing,  it  would  be  hardly  fair. 
More  men  attend  these  Open  Houses 
from  one  crowd  than  from  some  other. 
And  what  about  the  non-fraternity 
men?  You  might  suggest  that  each 
man  pay  his  assessment  at  the  door. 
That  would  make  the  whole  affair  take 
on  the  aspect  of  a  public  dance  which 
would  not  do  at  all, 

Bnt  then  we  want  it.  Everyone 
wants  it  so  we  will  have  to  get  together 
with  some  bright  idea  and  work  the 
thing  out.

President  Nollen  has  just  been 
elected  President  for  the  ensuing  year 
of  the  Association  of  Presbyterian  Col- 
leges, which  held  its  annual  meeting  re- 
cently in  Chicago.  Twenty-one  institu- 
tions were  represented.  An  interest- 
ing action  was  the  passing  of  a  resolu- 
tion endorsing  an  overture  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  for  a  consolidation  of 
the  Presbyterian  Boards  hitherto 
known  as  the  Board  of  Education  and 
the  College  Board.  A  committee  was 
also  appointed  to  arrange  for  a  na- 
tional conference  of  denominational 
colleges  some  time  in  1913. 
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As  we  go  to  press,  a  rumor  if  it 
be  true,  of  the  greatest  good  news  of 
the  year  reaches  us.  We  are  to  have 
a  skating  rink  of  the  Campus.  Last 
year  the  STENTOR  suggested  in  an  ed- 
itorial that  the  Gym  Pond  or  what  is 
known  in  the  book  of  views  as  the 
Biological  Garden  might  be  turned  in- 
to a  skating  rink  for  the  use  of  the  stu- 
dents but  the  idea  was  never  worked 
on.  It  seem  that  Miss  Rowe,  the  new 
director  of  girls  athletics,  has  got 
on  the  job  with  the  result  that  Dr. 
Nollen  has  become  interested  and  the 
good  work  stands  a  good  chance  of 
going  through. 

If  the  present  plans  materialize 
the  skating  rink  will  be  made  on  the 
men's  tennis  courts  which  will  be 
flooded  and  frozen  with  the  greatest 
of  care.  The  only  condition  that  has 
been  heard  so  far  is  that  the  men 
pledge  themselves  to  shovel  the  snow 
that  the  flooding  can  be  done  properly 
and  that  they  see  to  it  that  after  heavy 
snow  storms  the  rink  be  cleared  and 
kept  in  good  condition.  This  is  such  a 
small  matter  that  it  need  hardly  be 
considered  for  the  men  at  this  time 
would  do'practically  anything  to  furth- 
this  greatest  of  all  winter  sports  and 
will  all  enter  into  the  work  as  a 
pleasure. 

But  the  idea  of  the  thing  is  the 
best  of  all.  A  skating  rink  is  prac- 
tically the  only  convenience  that  Lake 
Forest  lacked  for  the  furthering  of 
athletics  and  with  this  rink  in  running 
order  there  will  be  nothing  to  be 
wished.  Skating  is,  without  a  doubt, 
the  sport  from  which  one  gains  the 
greatest  benefits  for  it  is  carried  on 
out  in  the  cold  bracing  air  and  in  or- 
der to  enjoy  one's  self  the  skater  must 
exercise    every    muscle    in    the    body. 


It  is  a  plan  that  should  be  encouraged 
by  everyone,  faculty,  students  and  all 
and  everyone  who  can  help  in  any 
way  should  turn  out  and  dig  in.

THE  EDUCATION  BOARD'S  GIFTS. 

By  way  of  supplement  to  our  arti- 
cle last  wt-ek  upon  the  gift  recently 
pledged  to  Lake  Forest,  we  publish 
the  following    semi-official    statement. 

The  General  Education  Board  of 
New  York  City  has  voted  to  contri- 
bute Fifty  Thousand  ($50,000)  Dol- 
lars, from  the  income  of  the  John  D. 
Rockefeller  Fund  for  Higher  Educa- 
tion, to  Lake  Forest  College,  toward 
the  new  endowment  fund  of  S4OO.OOO.OO 
which  the  College  is  seeking.  The 
College  is  given  until  June  30th,  1914, 
to  meet  the  conditions  by  completing 
the  fund  of  5400,000.00.  As  no  lega- 
cies are  counted  toward  the  fulfilment 
of  the  pledge,  the  recent  legacies  re- 
ceived by  the  College,  since  the  new 
endowment  campaign  began,  from  the 
John  Stuart  Kennedy,  Ellen  Sage  and 
Calvin  Durand  Estates,  cannot  be  in- 
cluded in  the  total  to   be    raised.     The 


Trustees  and  friends  of  the  College 
have  already  subscribed  or  paid  in  to- 
ward the  new  endowment  the  sum  of 
8123,00000.  There  remains  thus  the 
sum  of  8227,000.00  to  be  secured  by 
June,    1914. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  the  friends 
of  Lake  Forest  to  have  this  substan- 
tial contribution  made  towards  the 
much  needed  new  endowment.  It  is 
equally  gratifying  to  have  this  evi- 
dence of  confidence  in  the  work  and 
the  future  of  Lake  Forest  College 
from  a  Board  that  has  first  hand  and 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  College 
situation  throughout  the  country. 


NEW  LIGHTING  EFFECTS  PROMISED. 

The  Garrick  Club  came  into  its 
greatest  publicity  last  year  when  it 
purchased  a  new  drop  curtain  and 
three  new  sets  of  scenery.  The  work 
was  commented  on  with  the  greatest 
favor  and  the  entire  school  took  the 
greatest  interest  in  the  undertaking  so 
successfully  carried  out.  But  when 
they  had  their  new  scenes  it  was  very 
apparent  to  the  members  and  to  their 
director,  Professor  Clapp,  that  they 
would  have  to  have  the  new  canvases 
properly  lighted.

However,  the  Garrick 
Club  has  become  tired  of  waiting  for 
an  action  to  be  taken  that  is  so  doubt- 
ful, so  they  are  to  do  the  work  them- 
selves.    The    bill    for    the    wiring   will 
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amount  to  approximately  three  hund- 
red dollars  according  to  the  present 
estimate  and  this  amount  will  be  taken 
out  of  the  Club's  yearly  proceeds. 
The  next  time  that  a  play  is  scheduled, 
turn  out  with  your  little  fifty  cents, 
everybody,  and  help  the  good  work 
along.

Athletic  Benefit  a  Success. 


The  much  advertised  minstrel 
show  appeared  at  the  Art  Institute 
last  Friday  night  and  fulfilled  all  the 
expectations  of  the  large  crowd  which 
attended.  The  audience  cpme  to  see 
a  minstrel  show  and  they  saw  one  in 
the  full  sense  of  the  term,  for  the 
"burnt-cork"  artists  of  the  campus 
rose  to  the  occasion  and  lent  their 
talents  to  the  performance  in  a  highly 
creditable  style,  In  addition  to  this 
feature  of  the  evening  there  appeared 
reams  of  high  class  vaudeville,  well  in- 
terspersed with  local  hits,  which  were 
essentially  personal  and  well  directed. 
The  faithful  rehearsals  brought  good 
results  and  every  stunt  was  pulled  off 
in  first  class  fashion. 

When  the  orchestra  had  played 
the  opening  ensemble,  a  bugle  call 
brought  the  minstrels  down  the  main 
aisle  in  a  lusty  chorus,  a  la  "Passing 
Show  of  1912."  From  then  on,  the 
activity  centered  about  the  middle- 
man, Stuart,  and  the  end  men,  Bris- 
tow  and  O'Leary.  A  new  set  of  end 
men  arrived  on  the  scene  soon  after, 
to  take  a  hand.  These  were  Hicks  and 
Hawkes,  the  comedians  from  Grand 
Rapids  and  Keokuk,  respectively.  The 
chorus  joined  in  on  the  refrains  of  the 
end  men's  soles  with  good  accord    and 


introduced  many  strains  of  close  har- 
mony for  startling  effects. 

At  this  point  a  third  set  of  end 
men  proceeded  down  the  hall  and 
made  a  spectacular  entrance.  Mather 
and  Milton  joined  in  the  melee  and 
the  personel  was  complete.  Their 
dialect  and  stage  business  took  with 
the  crowd.  Good  old  Southern  songs 
gave  the  minstrel  atmosphere,  and  the 
jokes  entertained  and  from  time  to 
time  stimulated  those  faculties  called 
laughter  and   memory. 

The  vaudeville  was  made  up  of 
several  skits.  The  first  was  that  of 
Wilson  and  Jackson  in  a  lurid  account 
of  the  wiles  and  cunning  of  "Horace, 
the  Pet  Lion".  They  later  put  on  a 
scene  which  one  might  call  a  "problem" 
play,  "The  Seducing  of  the  Deacon 
by  the  Chorus  Girl".  Who  found  the 
moral?  Krafka  gave  a  clever  and  deft 
chalk  talk.  His  artistic  ability  was 
thoroughly  appreciated.  Phellis  and 
Douthett.the  silent  and  the  loquacious, 
succeeded  in  their  stunt  entitled 
"Nonsense".  The  evening  was  wound 
up  by  a  Remus  and  Rastus  stunt  by 
Stuart  and  Milton.  The  pair  worked 
in  some  readings  and  scored  a  hit  with 
their  parodies. 

The  purpose  of  the  show  was  fully 
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realized  as  the  attendance  showed. 
Everyone  seemed  satisfied  and  the 
Athletic  Association  was  greatly 
benefited  at  the  same  time.

This  problem  has  been  called  in- 
to notice  again  by  the  action  of  the 
A.  A.  U.  on  ''Indian"  Jim  Thorpe's 
case,  and  while  that  is  not  the  cause 
of  the  Little  Five's  meeting  at  this 
time,  it  is  interesting  to  note  here  as 
we  have  noticed  so  often  before,  just 
what  the  amateur's  qualifications  really 
must  be- 

Dr.  Nollen's  talk  in  chapel  pointed 
out  a  few  significant  features  in  the 
case  of  Thorpe  and  showed  plainly 
what  the  Indian's  attitude  in  the  mat- 
ter really  was.  He  said  he  did  not 
think  that  Thorpe  gave  the  matter  any 
thought  as  regarded  his  own  personal 
standing  in  athletic  circles,  nor  that  he 
would  ever  be  called  to  account  for  a 
thing  like  accepting  money  for  play- 
ing baseball. 

What  is  more  natural  than  to  ac- 
cept pay  for  playing  baseball  in  the 
summer,  and  wh}7  must  the  name  pro- 
fessional attach  so  much  stigma  when 
coupled  with  the  name  of  the  individ- 
ual? Only  for  this  reason;  that  pro- 
fessionalism implies  the  pursuit  of  a 
sport  for  the  purposes  of  gain  alone, 
while  amateurism  stands  for  the  play- 
ing of  a  game  for  the  love  of  the  game 
itself. 

The  question  then  resolves  itself 
into  this.  Do  amateur  rules  make 
amateurs  or  do  they  as  Athletic  Di- 
rector Huff,  of  Illinois,  says,  make 
liars?  We  know  so  many  cases  of 
amateurs  being  found  guilty  of  accept- 
ing money  for  athletic  services,  that  it 
rather  makes  us  believe  that  Huff  is 
right  to  a  certain  extent. 
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Lake  Forest  thinks  that  her  ath- 
letes have  a  right  to  play  summer  base 
ball  for  money,  but  if  the  "Little  Five 
Conference"  should  decide  to  abolish 
summer  baseball,  we  will  stand  for  that 
principle  as  sincerely  as  we  have  abided 
by  the  present  rules,  and  that  means 
absolute  fairness.

Though  during  part  of  her  illness  she 
was  almost  blind,  her  mind  was  acute 
for  all  she  heard,  and  in  the  last  few 
months  her  eyesight  improving,  she 
read  constantly  the  best  literature. 
Incapacitated  too  from  her  beloved 
music,  her  artistic  talent  found  a  new 
outlet,  and  she  painted  little  sketches 
with  surprising  ability  and  sent  them 
to  her  friends. 

Miss  Reynolds  came  to  college 
from  Joliet,  where  she  was  graduated 
from  the  high  school  first  in  a  class  of 
over  seventy,  and  she  took  high  rank 
in  her  class  here.  Perhaps  she  was 
best  known  through  her  remarkable 
musical  ability,  as  accompanist  for  the 
Women's  Glee  Club  and  organist  at 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  In  all 
her  movements  she  was  very  quick 
and  graceful,  almost  bird-like,  and 
equally  quick  and  alert  in  her  intelli- 
gence. After  graduation  she  contin- 
ued her  music,  showing  talent  that  was 
almost  genius,  and  for  some  years 
taught  Latin  at  the  school  where  she 
had  earliest  attended,  Blairstown 
Academy,  Blairstown,  N.  J.,  with  re- 
markable success  in  the  classroom  and 
outside. 

Her  death  brings  the  first  break 
in  the  unusually  close  bond  of  unity  in 
•her  class,  and  among  her  classmates 
and  all  who  knew  her  she  will  be  vivid- 
ly remembered  and  greatly  missed. 

1909 — Married  at  Chicago  Heights, 
111.,  October  9,  1912,  Estelle  Margue- 
rite Miller  and  Thomas  L.  Boys.  Mr. 
-and  Mrs.  Boys  are  living  in  Streator. 


191 1 — William  C.  Baer  is  now  in 
the  employ  of  Sears,  Roebuck  &  Co., 
and  living  at  6157  Justine  St.,  Chicago. 
We  believe  the  STENTOR  has  never 
before  had  authentic  news  of  his  mar- 
riage on  July  10,  1912,  to  Miss  Lillian 
May  McCleary. 

1911 — Died,  Jan.  8,  1912,  Rudolph 
Bourland  of  Pontiac,  111.,  aged  twenty- 
four.  Since  graduation  Mr.  Bourland 
has  been  engaged  in  banking  in  Pon- 
tiac, until  overtaken  in  the  autumn  by 
an  obscure  illness  which  failed  to  yield 
to  treatment.  In  College  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Beta  Rho  Delta  frater- 
nity and  always  keenly  interested  in 
the  promotion  of  its  interests  and  the 
growth  of  the  institution.  He  excelled 
in  tennis,  and  was  always  in  demand 
for  his  fine  ability  as  a  pianist.

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Simplified   Spelling. 


A  Brief  History  of  its   Development. 


Since  Simplified  Spelling  is  a  pub- 
lic question,  and  since  it  is  the  object 
of  a  wide-spread  movement,  it  is 
undoubtedly  proper  to  discuss  the 
matter  publicly  and  to  accept  the 
invitation  of  a  member  of  the  STENTOR 
Board  to  say  a  few  words  regarding 
the  movement. 

Max  Mueller  (Oxford),  W.  D. 
Whitney  (Yale),  and  Francis  A.  March 
(Lafayette),  three  of  the  foremost 
philologists  the  world  has  produced, 
came  out  decidedly  in  favor  of  ortho- 
graphic improvement  on  scientific,  as 
well  as  on  educational  and  economic 
grounds,  in  their  works  published 
between  1863  and  1878.  They  opened 
the  battle  for  spelling  reform;  but 
though  there  was  a  good  deal  of  un- 
answerable argument  on  their  side, 
there  was  still  greater  strength  in  the 
conservatism  of  the  majority,  ana  no 
headway  was  made  in  the  adoption  of 
simpler  spellings  for  twenty  or  thirty 
years.  In  1883,  it  is  true,  3,500 
amended  spellings  were  agreed  upon 
by  joint  action  of  the  two  philological 
societies  of  England  and  America, 
and  were  duly  recognized  in  the 
appendices  of  dictionaries,  but  nobody 
adopted  them.  The  list  fell  dead  and 
remained  dead. 


This  was  the  situation  when,  in 
1898,  the  National  Education  Associa- 
tion, the  largest  educational  organiza- 
tion in  the  world,  adopted  in  all  its 
publications  and  correspondence  the 
"twelve"  short  spellings:  tho,  thru, 
thoro,  thoroly,  atthn,  thruout,  thorp/are, 
catalog,  etc.  This  inaugurated  a  new 
idea  and  mode  of  attacking  the  prob- 
lem. The  proposal  to  make  a  whole- 
sale, sweeping,  change  had  failed,  had 
failed  in  spite  of  more  than  twenty 
years  of  agitation.  The  plan  now  was, 
and  still  is,  to  propose  small  groups  of 
simplifications,  and  to  do  it  gradually, 
from  time  to  time.  This  works.  And 
this  is  why  those  who  do  nut  wish  sim- 
plification in  spelling  say:  "If  you 
would  only  make  a  thorough,  all-inclus- 
ive proposition,  applying  to  the  whole 
language  at  once,  we  could  see  some 
sense  in  your  movement." 

Following  the  lead  of  the  N.  E.  A., 
various  smaller  organizations  of  teach- 
ers have  adopted  these  "twelve''  spell- 
ings, several  large  normal  schools  are 
using  them  in  their  catalogues,  city 
superintendents  have  dared  to  con- 
front their  Boards  with  them  in  the 
annual  reports.

LAKE  FOREST  ATHLETES. 

Now  that  we  have  safely  won  two 
athletic  championships  in  the  present 
year  we  can't  help  but  look  back  over 
the  field  a  little,  perhaps,  commenting 
on  the  status  of  our  athletes.  There 
are  two  things  that  cannot  be  said  of 
the  men  who  represent  L.  F.  C-  in 
athletics.  One,  that  they  are  not  gen- 
tlemen; the  other,  that  they  are  not 
good  students.  Lake  Forest's  athletes 
are  both  gentlemen  and  good  students. 

In  no  game  in  either  the  football 
or  basketball  season,  has  a  Lake  For- 
est man  shown  other  than  gentlemanly 
tactics.  A  notable  instance  of  this 
happened  in  the  Beloit  game  where 
the  best  of  opportunity  was  given  to 
become  angry  and  do  things  which 
were  outside  the  bounds  of  gentleman- 
ly actions,  and  still  not  a  hand  or  voice 
was  raised.     And  they  won  the  game. 

The  scholarship  reports  show  that 
the  majority  of  our  athletes  are  men 
who  keep  up  in  their  studies  without 
prodding.  This  is  the  kind  of  spirit 
that    will    win    always,  and    it    is    very 
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pleasing  to  know  that  Lake  Forest  has 
it. 

Did  you  ever  stop  to  figure  out 
why  it  was  that  Lake  Forest  won  con- 
sistently from  schools  of  three  and 
four  times  it  size.  From  schools  it  has 
no  business  to  win  from.  If  not,  just 
think  over  the  brand  of  spirit  which 
exists  here  and  compare  it  with  that 
found  {at — say,  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity, and  you  will  have  the  solution. 
You  will  find  that  the  whole  slogan  is, 
"Fight  for  Lake  Forest!'' 

This  has  been  a  banner  year;  but  a 
baseball  championship,  and  possibly  a 
track  championship,  will  help  it  along. 
Let  every  man  that  knows  anything 
about  either  sport  or  thinks  he  does, 
get  out  and  boost.     That's  all. 


THE  ANNUAL  LITTLE  FIVE  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Little 
Five  Conference  last  Friday  night  was 
held  at  the  LaSalle  hotel  in  Chicago 
and  was  reported  to  be  the  most  suc- 
cessful meeting  since  the  organization. 
The  meeting  was  called  at  this  time 
primarily,  to  decide  in  regard  to  sum- 
mer baseball  and  whether  a  man  who 
played  at  the  sport  for  money  during 
the  summer  months  would  be  allowed 
to  enter  any  college  sports  in  the 
future.  George  Huff  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois,  spoke  the  strongest 
against  it  and  put  up  some  very  rea- 
sonable arguments.  He  urged  that 
the  present  system  of  not  counting 
summer  baseball  as  a  professional 
sport  be  eliminated  for  a  number  of 
reasons.  In  the  first  place  he  thought 
that  it  was    ousting    amateurism    from 


all  sport  and  secondly  he  believed 
that  it  was  influencing  a  great  number 
of  college  men  to  decide  on  profes- 
sional ball-playing  as  a  permanent 
livelihood.  Coach  Kennedy  spoke 
strongly  against  the  present  system 
but  stated  that  he  was  not  backed  in 
his  view  by  the  student  body  and 
so  could  not  press  his  point. 

For  a  time  it  appeared  that  there 
might  be  a  ruption  in  the  crowd  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  Monmouth  and 
Knox  insisted  upon  holding  out  for 
the  elimination  of  professionalism. 
They  finally  let  go  their  point  and  it 
has  been  decided  to  run  athletics 
for  the  present  at  least,  just  as  they 
have  been  run  in  the  past. 

Another  important  point  that  was 
decided  upon  and  one  especially  im- 
portant to  Lake  Forest  was  that  the 
Conference  annual  track  meet  would 
be  held  at  the  North  Shore  school  this 
year.  The  meet  will  be  the  first  of  its 
kind  ever  to  be  held  here  and  will  be 
run  off  May  24.  It  will  be  one  of  the 
biggest  athletic  events  of  the  school 
year. 


VARSITY  CLUB. 

The  Varsity  Club  with  its  twenty- 
five  members  took  dinner  at  the  Com- 
mons with  great  pomp  and  ceremony, 
last  Wednesday.  The  long  table  at 
the  end  of  the  dining  hall  was  used  and 
all  the  places  were  filled.

Pi  rooms  for  a  short  business  meeting 
before  the  basketball  game.  Plans 
were  discussed  for  entertainment  at 
the  regular  monthly  meetings.

We  have  all  witnessed  this  week 
the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the 
government  of  the  United  States. 
For  the  first  time  in  sixteen  years  a 
Democratic  president  has  taken  the 
oath  of  the  highest  office  in  the  coun- 
try. This  fact  alone  must  indicate 
that  the  political  and  economical  con- 
ditions of  the  country  are  going  to 
experience  a  drastic  change  in  the 
■next  four  years. 

And  now  is  the  time  to  begin  to 
keep  up  with  the  history  of  the  day. 
It  is  well  known  that  a  great  number 
of  the  students  do  not  know  of  the 
important  things  that  happened  dur- 
ing the  administrations  of  Mr.  Taft  and 
Mr.  Roosevelt  and  American  history 
has  not  yet  gone  very  far  in  recording 
the  acts  of  Mr.  McKinley  while  he 
was  in  office.

Of  course  it  was  easy 
enough  to  say  that  Roosevelt  was  a 
big  man  because  he  started  the  Panama 
canal  and  Taft's  administration    was   a 


total  failure  because  the  tariff  bill 
passed  during  his  term  of  office  was 
not  satisfactory  to  everybody  but  how 
many  know  just  what  schedule  K  in 
the  tariff  means? 

Every  siudent  now  is  old  enough 
to  take  an  active  interest  in  what  is 
going  on  in  congress  at  the  present 
time  and  to  fully  understand  the  prob- 
lems that  are  daily  facing  the  President. 
They  are  in  a  position  to  judge  for 
themselves  whether  Mr.  Wilson  han- 
dles these  problems  wisely  or  unwisely 
if  they  will  only  take  the  trouble  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  ques- 
tions.

The  Garrick  Club  presented  three 
plays,  By  Ourselves,  Toller's  Wife,  and 
An  Imaginary  Conversation,  at  the 
Art  Institute  last  Friday  evening.  It 
might  be  said  that  the  club  right  now, 
is  at  its  zenith  so  far  as  its  play  acting 
ability  is  concerned.  The  different 
parts  were  most  fittingly  distributed 
by  Professor  Clapp  and  everyone 
seemed  to  fill  the  part  to  the  letter. 
It  will  indeed  be  a  hard  matter  to 
select  two  plays  out  of  the  three  to  be 
presented  at  Chicago  University,  as  all 
were  so  excellently  produced.  A 
great  many  people  have  been  skepti- 
cal about  the  idea  of  having  the  pro- 
gram consist  of  several  plays  but  its 
first  trial  proved   a   decided    success. 

In  the  first  play  Florence  McCand- 
less  and  Victor  Stuart  took  the  leads 
and  one  not  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
it  was  home  talent"  could  never  have 
guessed  it.

This  particular  play 
has  never  before  been  produced  in 
America,  but  we  are  positive  that  its 
first  appearance  did  it  justice.  June 
Hawkes  entered  right  into  the  spirit 
of  his  part.  Mary  Hawkins  played 
the  part  of  Kate  Moore  with  much 
animation  and  Wiley  Phellis  gave 
splendid  characterization  of  the  poet, 
Thomas  Moore  which  we  would  readily 
expect  from  him. 

These  plays  were  given  as  a  test 
of  the  ability  of  the  club  members  to 
do  serious  work  and  their  success  was 
indicative  of  the  fact  that  the  Garrick 
Club  can  attempt  serious  plays.

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Delegates  to  the  peace  congress 
are  being  advised  to  arrive  sufficiently 
early  to  attend  also  the  dedication  cer- 
emonies of  the  Jefferson  Memorial 
April  30.  This  memorial,  erected  in 
Forest  Park  at  a  cost  of  §500,000,  cele- 
brates the  greatest  peaceable  acquisi- 
tion of  territory  in  the  history  of  the 
world,  viz  ,  that  known  as  the  Louis- 
iana Purchase,  extending  from  the 
western  bank  of  the  Mississppi  river  to 
the  Rocky  mountains'  summit. 

It  happens  that  the  date  chosen 
for  the  dedication  ceremonies  will  be 
the  noth  anniversary  of  the  signing, 
at  Paris,  by  Monroe  and  Livingston, 
of  the  treaty  by  which  the  United 
States  acquired  possession  of  the 
Louisiana  Purchase  territory,  and  the 
124th  anniversary  of  the  inauguration 
of  George  Washington  as  the  first 
president  of  the  United  States.

Some  interesting  statistics  have 
been  drawn  up  in  regard  to  this  move- 
ment. We  are  publishing  below  some 
which  we  consider  as  interesting  as 
any  we  have  seen. 


THE   COST   OF   ARMED   PEACE. 

(This  is  merely  what  eight  years 
increase  in  Army  and  Navy  has  cost 
the  American  people.) 

Average  annual  cost  of  Army  and 
Navy  for  the  eight  years  preceding  the 


Spanish  War  (1890-1898),  $51,500,000 

Average  annual  cost  of  Army  and 
Navy  for  the  eight  years  since  the 
Spanish  War  (1902-1910),  $185,400,000. 

Average  yearly  increase  in  the 
latter  period  as  compared  with  the 
former,  §134,000,000,  making  a  total  in- 
crease in  eight  years  of  Si, 072,000, 000, 
or  360  per  cent. 

This  eight  year  increase  exceeds 
the  National  Debt  by  S158, 000,600. 

It  exceeds  the  entire  budget  of  the 
United  States  for  1910. 

It  is  twice  as  much  as  the  highest 
estimate  of  carrying  out  the  deep 
waterways  projects. 

It  is  nearly  three  times  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  replanting  the  56  million 
acres  of  denuded  forest  land  in  the 
United  States. 

It  is  three  times  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  Panama  Canal,  including  pur- 
chase price  from  the  French  Company. 

Interest  on  this  sum  at  4  per  cent 
would  give  an  income  of  Si, 000  a  year 
forever   to    42,880    families — a   city    of 

200,0CO. 

The  increase  for  1908-1909  is  only 
#13,000.000  less  than  all  the  gifts  to 
charities,  libraries,  educational  institu- 
tions, and  other  public  causes  in  1909. 
which  reached  the  vast  total  of  S185,- 
000,000. 

It  is  three  times  the  cost  of  carry- 
ing out  the  whole  irrigation  program 
contemplated  within  a  generation. 

It  is  probably  enough  to  banish 
tuberculosis  from  the  United  States 
within  a  reasonable  time,  if  efficiently 
used  to  arouse  and  assist  the  people  in 
their  fight  against  this  dread  disease.

The  Phi  Beta  Kappa  charter  which 
was  applied  for  by  President  Nollen  in 
behalf  of  Lake  Forest  College  some 
time  last  year,  was  considered  at  the 
tri-annual  meeting  of  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  Senate  in  New  York  City  on 
March  7th.  It  was  there  decided  to 
lay  over  the  application  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Senate  which  will  be  in 
three  years  from  this  date.  This  ac- 
tion is  only  indicative  of  the  extreme 
care  and  close  judgment  which  all  ap- 
plications are  accorded  by  this  body 
and  it  is  just  this  carefulness  which 
makes  a  charter  mean  what  it  does. 
Many  applications  from  some  of  the 
best  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
country  are  periodically  laid  or  dis- 
missed because  of  this  careful  consid- 
eration. The  college's  strength,  stand- 
ing and  prospects  are  rigidly  taken  in- 
to account  and  debated.  Each  case  is 
weighed  with  precision  and  full  justice 
is  done. 

The  news  of  the  deferment  of  the 
final  consideration  of  the  application 
of  Lake  Forest  for  a  charter  is  found 
in  the  letter  which  President  Nollen 
received  recently  from  the  secretary, 
and  read  last  week  at  a  chapel  service. 
The  letter  is  as  follows: 
President  John  S.  Nollen: 

"I  am  writing  you  to  inform  you 
that  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Senate  at  its 
meeting  last  Friday  deemed  it  wise  to 


defer  final  consideration  of  your  ap- 
plication for  a  charter  for  three  years. 
The  highest  appreciation  was  expressed 
of  the  character  of  the  work  done  at 
Lake  Forest,  but  there  was  a  feeling 
that  it  might  not  be  wise  to  recommend 
a  charter  until  the  student  body  shall 
have  increased,  thus  making  possible  a 
stronger  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Chapter. 
You  will  understand  that  the  applica- 
tion and  indorsements  hold  good  and 
that  nothing  further  will  need  to  be 
done  by  you  except  to  see  that  the 
college    maintains  its  normal  growth." 

This  letter,  while  not  granting  a 
charter  immediately,  does  not  deny  it, 
but  suggests  the  possibility  of  a  charter 
here,  should  the  expansion  and  growth 
of  Lake  Forest  continue.  It  remains 
for  us,  therefore,  to  encourage  and 
foster  industry  in  all  of  our  depart- 
ments, and  to  develope  strength,  along 
with  expansion.  Very  few  of  us,  who 
are  now  here,  will  be  at  Lake  Forest 
when  three  years  hence,  the  applica- 
tion is  again  taken  up,  but  it  behooves 
us  as  Lake  Foresters  to  work  and  en- 
deavor to  ultimately  obtain  for  our 
Alma  Mater  this  recognition  of  worth 
and  position  among  her  sister  colleges.

A  Brief  SketcK  of  Its  History. 


A  neat  illustrated  pamphlet  has 
come  to  our  hands  which  gives  a  com- 
prehensive and  concise  sketch  of  the 
founding  and  upkeep  of  our  Alice 
Home  Hospital.  As  the  facts  concer- 
ing  the  hospital  are  not  generally 
known  among  many  of  the  college 
folks,  a  short  review  might  be  enlight- 
ening. 

The  Alice  Home  was  built  in  1889, 
the  gift  of  Mrs.  H.  C.  Durand,  who, 
with  her  husband,  Mr.  H.  C.  Durand, 
were  the  benefactors  of  the  college  in 
many  ways.  The  hospital  was  erected 
in  memory  of  Mrs.  Durand's  sister  and 
therefore  bears  her  name.  The  other 
two  buildings  on  the  north  campus, 
Lois  Hall  and  the  Art  Institute,  also 
stand  as  monuments  to  the  generosity 
of  these  friends  of  the  college.  Alice 
Home  is  devoid  of  any  suggestion  of  a 
public  institution,  but  has  the  appear- 
ance of  a  comfortable  English  country 
cottage,  prominent  and  yet  secluded  at 
the  intersection  of  the  wooded  ravines. 
Many  other  gifts  have  been  granted  to 
the  hospital  by  the  good  people  of 
Lake  Forest  and  Chicago.  Interior 
furnishings,  modern  improvements  and 
such  facilities  have  been  added  to  its 
equipment.  It  now  offers  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  thoroughly  modern  hos- 


pital. It  enjoys  the  services  of  com- 
petent nurses  and  has  as  physician  in 
charge,  Dr.  Alfred  C.  Haven,  who  is 
the  president  and  one  of  the  three 
trustees  of  the  hospital.  The  other 
trustees  are  Mr.  Delavan  Smith  and 
Mrs.  Robert  G.  McGann.  The  trus- 
tees are  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Lake   Forest  University. 

As  an  indication  of  the  great  ser- 
vice which  the  Alice  Home  continually 
does  for  the  college  community,  we 
can  say  that  approximately  one-fourth 
of  the  patients,  since  the  erection  of 
the  hospital  have  been  students  from 
the  different  departments  of  Lake 
Forest  University.  Over  400  students 
have  enjoyed  the  privileges  which  the 
Alice  Home  has  offered  for  the  past 
thirteen  and  one-half  years  of  its  exist- 
ence. It  has  demonstrated  not  only  its 
need,  but  has  proven  absolutely  indis- 
pensable to  the  citizens  of  Lake  Forest 
and  the  students  of  the  college  and 
schools. 

Lake  Forest  now  possesses  a  new 
hospital  for  contagious  diseases,  separ- 
ately conducted  from  Alice  Home.  A 
building  nas  been  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$15,000  and  this  hospital  is  proving  to 
be  a  boon  in  the  keeping  down  of  any 
epidemic  among  the  students. 
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Next  Monday  morning  we  hope 
to  give  the  opportunity  to  the  student 
body  to  elect  their  new  representa- 
tives on  the  STENTOR  for  the  next 
term,  commencing  after  the  spring 
holidays.  The  names  of  the  candi- 
dates for  the  four  editor  positions  and 
the  place  of  business  manager,  which 
have  been  handed  into  us  during  this 
week  will  be  submitted  to  your  vote. 
We  urge  upon  you  that  you  choose 
intelligibly  and  discreetly  and  above 
all  not  allow  yourselves  to  be  moved 
by  any  spirit  of  factionism  when  posi- 
tions of  this  nature  are  concerned.  We 
want  the  best  choice  of  the  candidates 
to  represent  the  spirit  and  attitude  of 
the  student  body  in  this  publication 
and  to  do  it  well. 

And  now  a  word  to  any  who 
might  aspire  to  this  pinnacle  of  literary 
achievement.  Do  not  hang  back  be- 
cause you  fear  to  trust  your  ability  in 
the  work.  Come  to  the  front  and  get 
in  on  an  activity  which  in  your  later 
life  you  will  consider  as  the  very  best 
experience    you    have    received   from 


your  college  career.  Practical  and 
entertaining,  the  work  will  indicate  to 
you  the  real  art  of  putting  thoughts 
into  presentable  form.  One  cannot 
get  this  so  keenly  in  any  English  de- 
partment. 

The  STENTOR  belongs  to  the  stud- 
ent body  and  they  are  directly  re- 
sponsible for  its  output.  So  use  your 
own  fair  judgement  and  elect  a  compe- 
tent and  efficient  board.  Encourage 
your  friends  to  run  for  the  job  in  case 
you  cannot  do  so  yourself.

Lake  Forest  is  a  well  regulated 
college  and  we  believe  the  stand- 
ard of  morality  to  be  as  high  as  any  in 
the  country.

An  Enthusiastic  Meeting.     A  New  Plan  of  Activi- 
ties.    Election  of  Officers 


The  Chicago  Alumni  Club,  after  a 
period  of  quiescence,  came  to  life  on 
Monday  night  with  a  purpose.  About 
twenty-five  came  together  at  the  Bos- 
ton Oyster  House,  in  a  room  well 
decorated  with  Irish  colors  and  em- 
blems suitable  to  the  date,  including  a 
good  many  of  the  trusty  supporters  of 
the  Club  from  of  old  and  a  few  whose 
faces  are  not  so  often  to  be  seen  at 
the  meetings.  Among  the  latter  were 
President  French  of  Huron  College, 
and  Rev.  W.  W.  Johnstone,  both  of  '88 
John  H.  Jones,  '95,  James  S.  Wright, 
'97,  W.  N.  Carter,  '05.  After  hunger 
was  satisfied  and  Lewis,  Benedict, 
Curtis  and  others  had  dispensed  a  lit- 
tle blarney,  President  Haas  called  for 
the  election  of  officers,  and  a  committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose  and  coached 
by  nearly  everybody  present  sug- 
gested as  officers  for  the  coming  year 
a  slate  which  was  jammed  through  in 
spite  of  numerous  protests.  These 
officers  are  the  following:  President 
George  T.  Rogers,  '02;  Vice  President, 
W.  W.  Johnstone,  '88;  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  K.  M.  Shankland,  '06. 

After  a  speech  of  acceptance  fre- 
quently punctured  with  comments  of 
approbation  and  otherwise  the  new 
President  invited  and  secured  the  ser- 
ious attention  of  the  Club  to  a  new 
program  of  operation.  After  propos- 
ing a  new  constitution  and  by-laws,  a 
committee  for  drafting  these  being 
subsequently  ordered,  Mr.  Rogers  ad- 
vocated a  working  organization  of  the 
Club  to  deal  with  various  matters  in 
which  the  alumni  should  be  interested, 


through  committees  to  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose.  These  committees 
should  make  a  study  of  the  subjects 
allotted  to  them  and  make  occasional 
reports  at  stated  meetings.  He  sug- 
gested, further,  that  perhaps  half  the 
monthly  meetings  should  be  held  at  a 
noon  hour,  which  would  be  more  con- 
venient for  many  of  the  members. 
The  definite  functions  of  the  com- 
mittee should  of  course  be  worked  out 
later,  but  the  purpose  is  to  give  the 
Chicago  alumni  and  perhaps  the  alum- 
ni in  general,  in  cooperation  with  the 
alumni  trustees,  an  intelligent  interest 
in  the  status  and  welfare  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

Mr.  Rogers'  remarks  were  listened 
to  with  much  interest,  and  many  spoke 
briefly  in  endorsement  of  the  general 
plans.  Among  these  were  the  trus- 
tees present,  Mr.  Benedict  and  Mr. 
Linnell,  D.  S.  Wentworth,  \V.  M. 
Lewis,  Mr.  Johnstone,  President 
French,  Professor  Betten  and  Presi- 
dent Nollen.  At  the  suggestion  of 
Mr.  Haas,  a  "rallying  committee"  of 
five  is  to  be  named  by  President 
Rogers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
bring  to  the  meetings  new  members, 
especially  from  the  more  recent 
classes.  It  was  agreed  that  the  next 
meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  same  place 
and  hour  on  Monday,  April  7,  when 
the  new  constitution  and  plan  will  be 
presented  and  a  new  stait  taken  to- 
wards supporting  the  institution. 
Among  those  present  not  already 
mentioned  were  H.  L.  Bird,  D.  H. 
Jackson.  C.  H.  Williams,  Jackman, 
Gould,  Munger,  Palmer  and  Professor 
Bridgman.

The 
handsome  new  West  School  building 
in  Lake  Forest  was  formally  dedicated 
kst  Saturday  night  and  during  the 
exercises  it  was  announced  that  the 
building,  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
citizens  of  Lake  Forest,  would  bear 
the  name  of  "John  J.  Halsey  School".

Tne  STENTOR  election  occurred  at 
the  chapel  on  Tuesday  morning  and  a 
new  board  was  elected  for  the  year 
beginning  after  the  holidays.

Hunt  and  Miss  Margaret  Bridgman; 
Milton  was  re-elected.  G.  Douthett 
was  elected  business  manager  and  his 
term  begins  next  fall  with  the  school 
year. 

From  all  appearances  the  charac- 
teristic of  this  election  was  the  notable 
lack  of  any  "lobbying."  No  politics  were 
in  evidence,  and  we  feel  sure  that  this 
election  was  the  cleanest  we  have  had 
for  some  time.  The  board  elected  is 
competent,  and  each  member  is  a 
worker,  two  having  had  editorial  ex- 
perience heretofore.  Other  candidates 
for  editors  were,  Amsterdam,  Turner, 
Mayhon,  Hill  and  Miss  Upton. 
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ELIMINATION     OF    BASKETBALL    UNDER 
DISCUSSION. 

There  is  some  talk  and  discussion 
on  the  campus  now  concerning  the 
advisability  of  dropping  the  sport, 
basketball,  from  the  intercollegiate 
sports  at  Lake  Forest.  Basketball 
teams  have  been  of  the  best  at  Lake 
Forest  during  the  last  few  years,  but 
even  at  that  the  game  does  not  seem 
to  warrant  the  expense  and  time  spent 
in  traveling  to  and  from  other  colleges. 
The  schedule  usually  runs  behind  by 
quite  a  degree  of  difference  and  in 
addition  the  games  do  not  draw  large 
enough  crowds  to  make  it  advisable 
to  have  many  games.  The  subject  is 
now  being  considered  among  the  stud- 
ents and  will  be  voted  on  before  long. 
Should  the  student  body  decide  to 
abolish  intercollegiate  basketball  we 
can  easily  see  some  advantages  follow- 
ing such  a  decision.  Interclass  basket- 
ball could  replace  the  expensive  inter 
collegiate  games  and  the  same  student 
crowds  would  attend  the  same  as  they 
do  now  for  many  of  the  games.  Class 
spirit  would  be  heightened  and  the 
game  would  be  as  interesting  and  ex- 
citing to  all  attending  them.  Such  an 
interclass  system  would  eliminate  the 
time  spent  in  traveling  by  the  players, 
and  consider  for  a  moment  how  much 
lost  time  this  amounts  too  when  you 
find  a  man  participating  in  three  inter- 
collegiate sports  and  also  a  member  of 
the  Glee  Club.  This  is  virtually  true 
of  many  of  our  athletes;  they  partici- 
pate in  athletics  during  the  entire  year. 
Again,  we  might  say  that  the  elimi- 
nation of  basketball  from  the  inter- 
collegiate games  would  leave  time 
which  could  well  be  spent  on  the  next 
season's  sports,  baseball  and  track. 
By  a  little  concentration  and  conserva- 


tion these  sports  may  become  as  inter- 
esting and  fascinating  as  the  king  of 
all  college  sports — football 

The  Student  Council  is  debating 
on  this  question  and  their  judgment 
will  be  referred  to  the  students  for 
their  approval  before  long.

Before  a  rather  small  audience, 
the  University  and  Garrick  Clubs  re- 
produced their  two  plays,  "Spreading 
the  News"  and  "An  Imaginary  Con- 
versation," which  made  phenomenal 
success  when  played  a  short  time  ago. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  audience 
was  not  larger  as  the  work  of  the  ama- 
teurs was  especially  sood. 

The  first  play,  "Spreading  the 
News,"  presented  by  the  University 
Club,  was  written  by  Lady  Gregory 
and  is  a  typical  Irish  play.  Among 
the  men  the  palm  must  go  to  Mr. 
Lewis  in  the  part  of  Bartley  Fallon. 
His  acting  is  always  a  finished  product 
and  does  not  reflect  any  of  the  faults 
of  amateurism.  Mr.  Kennedy  gave  a 
very  good  performance  in  the  part  of 
the  big,  happy-go-lucky  IrisLi  man, 
Jack  Smith.  Mr.  Clapp  in  the  part  of 
the  policeman,  played  to  good  advan- 
tage. The  rest  of  the  men's  parts 
were  taken  in  the  same  good  way,  the 
parts  being  picked  in  such  a  way  as  to 
give  everyone  a  chance. 

Of  the  women,  Mrs.  Clapp  must 
be  acclaimed  the  star.  With  a  letter 
perfect  brogue,  and  with  so  many  little 
character  touches,  her  part  was  played 
to  perfection.  The  public  would  like 
to  see  Mrs.  Clapp  again   in  a  role  play- 


ed as  well  as  that  of  Mrs.  Tarpy,  the 
old  apple  woman.  Mrs.  Herschberger 
and  Mrs.  Ferguson  more  than  did  jus- 
tice to  their  parts. 

In  connection  with  "An  Imaginary 
Conversation"  played  by  members  of 
the  Garrick  Club,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  Moore,  the  poet,  and  Em- 
met, who  is  remembered  for  his  pa- 
triotism and  his  unhappy  death,  were 
students  in  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  at 
the  time  of  the  ill-fated  Irish  Rebellion 
of  1798.  Emmet  was  deeply  involved, 
helping  to  arm  and  drill  the  thousands 
of  men  who  were  preparing  for  revolt. 
This  Imaginary  Conversation,  which 
is  based  on  historic  fact,  is  supposed 
to  occur  at  Moore's  hou=e,  shortly  be- 
fore the  outbreak. 

All  that  can  be  said  of  this  play  is 
that  the  people  did  themselves  proud. 
Miss  Hawkins  in  the  part  of  Kate 
Moore,  was  the  charming  girl  that  the 
part  calls  for.  Mr.  Hawkes,  playing 
the  part  of  the  serious,  young  Emmet 
played  well,  while  Mr.  Phellis,  as  the 
young  Moore  deserves  great  praise. 

This  will  undoubtedly  be  the  last 
appearance  of  the  University  Club 
Players  this  year,  but  the  members  of 
the  Garrick  Club  will  begin  at  once  on 
a  long    play    to    be    produced   in  June, 
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and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  under  Mr. 
Clapp's  tutelage,  the  play  will  be  well 
worth  going  to  see.

THE  UNIVERSITY'S    GENERAL    MANAGER. 

Lake  Forest  University  now  has  a 
general  manager,  or  superintendent  of 
buildings  and  grounds,  if  you  please. 
He  is  Mr.  P.  W.  Behrens  who  comes 
from  Neenah,  Wis.,  where  for  the  past 
three  years  he  has  been  superintend- 
ent of  the  Theda  Clark  Memorial  Hos- 
pital. His  headquarters  are  now  in 
College  Hall. 

In  securing  the  services  of  Mr. 
Behrens,  the  Trustees  of  the  Universi- 
ty co-operated  with  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  City  Council  of  Lake 
Forest,  each  requiring  a  portion  of  his 
time.  His  official  city  position  is  san- 
itary superintendent,  an  office  created 
by  the  city  ordinances  with  authority 
to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  the  laws  of  the  State  and 
ordinances  of  the  City  in  the  matter  of 
sanitation.  For  the  University,  Mr. 
Behrens    is  to  have  the  general  super- 


intendency  of  the  several  ^buildings 
and  campuses  and  to  act  as  purchasing 
agent  for  the  College,  Ferry  Hall,  and 
the  Academy.  In  short,  he  is  to  look 
after  the  business  affairs  of  the  three 
departments  assuming  duties  which 
have  previously  been  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Pres.

The  Interscholastic  Contests  in 
Expression  have  been  set  this  year  for 
Friday,  May  9,  the  day  preceding  the 
games,  as  usual.  There  are  two 
changes  in  the  conditions  as  compared 
with  tormer  years,  the  first,  that  those 
competing  in  letter-writing  shall  com 
pete  here  as  members  of  their  respec- 
tive teams,  instead  of  sending  in  their 
letters  by  mail;  the  second,  that  the 
ten  members  of  the  five  teams  winning 
the  preliminary  contests  in  oral  ex- 
pression, in  the  afternoon,  will  be  re- 
quired to  choose  new  topics  for  the 
finals  in  the  evening.  This  makes  the 
double  test  a  severe  one,  but  insures 
the  same  extempore  performance  as 
in  the  preliminaries.

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Farwell   Field   Improvement, 


Louis  F.  Swift  Gives  Needed  Assistance. 


Farwell  Field  is  undergoing  a  re- 
modeling and  improvement  which  will 
without. doubt  make  it  the  best  col- 
lege athletic  field  in  the  Middle  West. 
The  improvements  are  the  gift  of  Mr. 
Louis  F.  Swift,  a  trustee  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  a  man  much  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  the  college. 

The  present  plans  embrace  im- 
provements which  have  been  needed 
for  many  years.  They  consist  princi- 
pally in  tiling  the  whole  field,  raising 
the  baseball  diamond  and  re-cindering 
the  track.  Other  improvements  such 
as  draining  the  jumping  and  vaulting 
pits  are  to  be  made.  These  will  all  go 
toward  giving  Lake  Forest  the  best 
college  athletic  field  in  this  part  of  the 
country. 

About  500  feet  of  tile  are  to  be  used 
in  draining  the  field.  The  drainage  is 
by  eight  leads  from  the  north  side  of 
the  field  to  a  main  lead  along  the 
south.  This  lead  thence  empties  into 
the  city  drainage  system.  The  tile 
are  placed  from  two  to  four  feet  under- 
ground. On  top  is  placed  a  cinder 
filling  to  within  ten  inches  of  the  sur- 
face the  rest  being  filled  in  with  clay  to 
the  level  of  the  field.  A  tile  practi- 
cally circles  the  cinder  track  with 
branch  drains  leading  from    the   jump- 


ing pits.  The  dirt  taken  from  the 
drainage  ditches  is  being  used  to  grade 
up  the  diamond  to  a  somewhat  higher 
level  than  the  surrounding  field  enab- 
ling a  quick  and  effective  drainage. 
The  running  track  is  to  be  re-cindered 
and  rolled  leaving  it  in  the  best  possi- 
ble condition  for  spring  contests. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Swift  a  new 
diamond  is  to  be  laid  out  in  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  field  which,  with 
present  improved  diamond  will  assure 
one  or  the  other  always  being  in  con- 
dition for  a  game.  After  this  season, 
the  old  diamond  is  to  be  sodded. 

The  work  is  being  done  according  to 
plans  submitted  by  Coach  Kennedy. 
Mr.  Swift  has  given  orders  that  the 
improvements  be  made  according  to 
Mr.  Kennedy's  desires  regardless  of 
cost.  From  present  indications  it 
would  seem  that  the  expense  will 
amount  to  nearly  $2000. 

Past  experience  has  shown  to  what 
extent  football  and  baseball  practice 
have  been  retarded  because  of  a  wet 
and  soggy  field.  Durine  the  football 
season  a  year  ago,  the  four  home 
games  were  played  each  in  a  sea  of 
mud.  Such  conditions  have  also  been 
common  in  baseball  and  track  events 
,  ecause  of  poor  drainage  of    the    field 
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but  hereafter  such  will  not  be  the  case. 
Days  formerly  taken  for  the  field  to 
properly  drain  will  now  be  only  a  mat- 
ter of  hours. 

Not  only  has  Mr.  Swift  contributed 
the  funds  for  the  improvement  of  Far- 
well  Field  but  it  was  also  through  his 
generosity  that  the  basement  of  the 
college  gymnasium  has  been  re- 
modeled. The  old  and  antiquated 
bowling  alleys  have  given  place  to  a 
spacious  and  modern  locker  room.  A 
team  room  has  been  built  at  the  east 
of  the  locker  room,  the  equipment 
room  has  been  remodeled  and  a  new 
office  for  the  Coach  has  been  built. 
Thes-e  have  been  fitted  up  in  a  very 
convenient  and  attractive  way.  Coach 
Kennedy  estimates  that  the  Athletic 
Association  will  be  saved  from  $50  to 
$100  each  year  by  the  convenience  and 
security  for  team  material  afforded  by 
the  new  equipment  room. 

The  improvents  at  both  the  gym- 
nasium and  Farwell  Field  are  those 
which  have  long  been  needed  and  Mr. 
Switt  is  to  be  sincerely  thanked  by 
the  student  body  for  his  thoughtful- 
ness  and  generosity.  Coach  Kennedy 
is  also  to  be  commended  for  plans  and 
ideas  submitted  which  have  lead  to  the 
making  of  the  much  needed  improve- 
ments. 


LAKE  FOREST'S  WORK  APPROVED. 

Once  more  the  work  of  the  Lake 
Forest  College  has  been  highly  ap- 
proved by  an  organization  of  national 
fame.  This  latest  acknowledgement 
of  the  work  done  here  comes  from  the 
Regents  of  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion of  New  York  state.  By  their 
ruling  a  holder  of  a  B.  A.  degree  from 
Lake  Forest  College,  is  formally  reg- 
istered entitling  the  holder  to  a  year's 
advanced  standing  in  that  state  in  the 
study  of  law. 


RAISING  THE  ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

An  active  campaign  is  being- 
waged  toward  the  securing  of  $400,000 
endowment  fund  for  Lake  Forest  Un- 
iversity. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  last 
year  Mrs.  T.  B.  Blackstone  gave  $14,000- 
toward  the  endowment  fund,  the 
amount  to  be  invested  in  two  faculty 
houses.  Architects  plans  for  houses 
suitable  for  construction  on  the  cam- 
pus called  for  Si6,000,  and  Mrs.  Black- 
stone  cheerfully  offered  the  additional 
amount.  Contractors  bids  received 
for  the  two  houses  were  for  $21,000 
and  upwards.  The  trustees  then  had 
plans  drawn  for  the  construction  of  a 
double  house  containing  practically 
the  same  accomodations  as  the  two 
single  houses.  Bids  were  again  re- 
ceived and  again  they  overran  the 
amount  offered  for  the  construction. 

About  this  time  came  the  pledge 
of  $50,000  from  the  General  Education 
Board  toward  a  $400,000  endowment 
fund.  One  condition,  however,  was 
that  the  contributions  be  made  in  cash 
and  not  in  property.  The  trustees 
asked  Mrs.  Blackstone  10  make  her 
gift  as  a  cash  endowment  which  she 
has  consented  to  do. 

The  present  subscriptions  to  the 
$400,000  fund  including  the  Mrs.  Black- 
stone gift  and  the  $50, 000  contribution 
of  the  past  winter  from  the  General 
Education  Board,  amount  to  about 
$175,000.  There  are  other  subscrip- 
tions to  this  fund  but  with  strings  to 
them  which  make  it  impossible  to 
count  them  in  the  present  endowment 
figures. 

A  rather  singular  instance  was 
brought  to  light  when  the  trustees  re- 
ceived contractors  bids  for  the  pro- 
posed Blackstone  faculty  houses.  It 
was  that  bids  in  Lake  Forest  run  from 
25  to  30  per  cent  higher    here  than  in 
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any  suburb  of  Chicago;  this  is  due  to 
the  strong  labor  organizations  in  town. 
Now  that  the  faculty  house  plans  have 
been  abandoned,  the  efforts  of  the 
University  are  toward  the  raising  of 
the  §400,000  endowment  which  must 
be  completed  by  June   1914- 


FORMER  TRUSTEE  DEAD. 

Mr.  Amzi  Benedict,  formerly  of 
Lake  Forest,  died  on  Sunday  at  the 
residence  in  Chicago  of  his  son  Sidney 
A.  Benedict,  and  the  funeral  services 
were  held  on  Tuesday  at  the  Rosehill 
chapel.  Mr.  Benedict  had  been  in 
feeble  health  for  some  years,  but  the 
end  came  as  the  result  of  a  stroke  of 
paralysis  a  few  days  before.  Born  at 
Verona,  N.  Y.,  in  1826,  he  came  to 
Chicago  in  1849.  an(^  f°r  nearly  40 
years  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of 
Field,  Benedict  &  Co.,  wholesale  mer- 
chants in  wollens.  In  1866  he  took  up 
his  residence  in  Lake  Forest,  building 
the  home  on  the  lake  now  occupied  by 
Mr.  McElwee,  and  devoting  much  care 
to  the  beautifying  of  his  own  grounds 
and  to  the  development  of  the  town. 
He  served  several  times  as  alderman 
and  was  twice  mayor,  was  an  elder  in 
the  Presbyterian  church,  and  for 
nearly  twenty  years  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
this  institution.  To  the  older  alumni 
his  figure  was  a  familiar  one  and  his 
kindly  face  and  deeds  can  hardly  be 
forgotten.  By  way  of  example  of  this, 
the  writer  remembers  with  much  grati- 
tude the  cordial  interest  which  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Benedict  took  in  the  welfare 
of  one  young  professor  and  his  wife 
during  their  first  years  in  the  college. 
As  his  family  became  smaller  with  the 
removal  of  his  children,  Mr.  Benedict 
changed  his  home  by  the  lake  for  a 
new  one,  building  the  house    now    oc- 


cupied by  Mr.  Crosby.  Since  giving 
up  his  business  and  leaving  Lake  For- 
est in  1893,  he  has  spent  part  of  his 
time  on  an  orange  grove  in  Florida, 
a  pait  with  his  children,  and  has  passed 
many  summers  on  the  old  place  in 
Verona,  N.  Y.,  which  is  still  in  the 
family.  Mrs.  Benedict,  who  was 
Catherine  Walrath  of  New  York,  died 
about  five  years,  not  long  after  the 
celebration  of  the  golden  anniversary 
of  her  marriage.  The  surviving  child- 
ren are  Miss  Enetta,  Ferry  Hall.  '78, 
long  an  instructor  in  the  Chicago  Art 
Institute  and  a  pioneer  resident  of 
Hull  House;  Caroline,  Ferry  Hall  '80, 
and  for  some  years  an  honored  teacher 
in  the  Academy,  now  the  wife  of  Rev. 
Joseph  D.  Burrell,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.; 
and  Sidney  A.,  '88,  of  Chicago,  now 
one  of  the  Alumni  trustees  of  the  Col- 
lege. One  son,  William,  died  in  in- 
fancy, another  son,  Albert,  and  a 
daughter,  Catherine,  died  in  youth  in 
Lake  Forest. 

This  is  but  a  meagre  record  of  an 
honorable  and  useful  life.  Yet  it  is 
perhaps  more  than  Mr.  Benedict  would 
have  subscribed,  for  he  was  a  man  not 
of  words  but  of  deeds. 


MRS.  SARAH  ELIZABETH  WINAMS. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Elizabeth  Winans, 
who  died  at  her  home  on  the  campus 
on  Thursday  last,  at  the  age  of  84, 
was  born  in  Elba,  N.  Y.,  soon  after 
her  marriage  to  Mr.  Winans  moved 
with  him  to  Michigan,  where  her  hus- 
band was  extensively  engaged  in  the 
lumber  business,  and  lived  there  until 
his  death  at  the  comparatively  early  age 
of  42.  Subsequently  she  made  her 
home  with  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Lewis 
Stuart,  both  when  Professor  Stuart 
was  engaged  at  the  old  Chicago  Uni- 
versity and  since  his  coming    to    Lake 
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Forest  twenty-five  years  ago.  Mrs. 
Stuart  died  in  1891,  and  Mrs.  Winans 
has  since  that  time  had  the  responsible 
management  of  his  home.  Her  life 
was  a  busy  and  quiet  one  within  the 
home,  and  it  is  not  here  the  place  to 
speak  of  things  intimate  to  her  family 
and  friends.  Her  iife  is  appreciated 
by  all  who  knew  her  as  one  of  devot- 
ed service,  touched  with  trial  but 
cheerful  and  full  of  zest  for  all  things 
worth  while.  Besides  her  grand 
children,  the  Misses  Stuart,  she  leaves 
one  son,  Mr.  George  Winans  of  Kala- 
mazoo, Mich.

An  editorial  appearing  in  the 
STENTOR  last  week  regarding  the 
limiting  of  athletic  activities  in  which 
a  student  may  take  part  and  suggest- 
ing that  basketball  might  be  abolished, 
has  called  forth  considerable  comment. 
The  article  was  so  intended.  We  now 
wish  to  give  you  a  little  something  to 
think  about  on  the  other  side  of  the 
question.  The  STENTOR  has  taken  no 
stand  either  for  or  against.  We  are 
simply  presenting  facts  to  you. 

Lake  Forest  has  a  reputation 
among  colleges  of  the  Middle  West  as 
producing  strong,  well  regulated  ath- 
letic teams.  Such  is  an  advertisement 
in  itself  for  the  College.  How  many 
high  school  graduates  would  consider 
entering  Lake  Forest  if  there  were  no 
athletics? 

Limiting  the  number  of  athletic 
sports  in  which  a  student  may  take 
part  would  be  suicidal  for  the  athletic 
situations  of  the  College.  It  would 
play  havoc  with  our  teams  because 
there  are  not  enough  men  enrolled  to 
furnish  a  new  lot  of  material  for  each 
of  the  different  sports.  Nearly  fifty 
per  cent  of  the    men    at    Lake   Forest 


are  engaged  in  some  kind. of  athletics, 
either  football,  baseball,  basketball, 
track  or  tennis.  This  is  an  unusual 
percentage  when  we  stop  to  consider 
that  in  the  larger  universities  ten  per 
cent  is  considered  a  good  representa- 
tion. With  these  figures  in  view,  it  is 
hard  to  see  just  where  or  how  the 
teams  could  all  be  filled  if  the  number 
of  activities  were  limited.  Hence 
some  say,  abolish  basketball.  This  is 
also  a  murderous  intent. 

Basketball  comes  at  a  mid-winter 
season  when  there  is  no  other  athletic 
sport.  It  is  the  least  expensive  sche- 
dule in  our  athletics.  It  takes  less 
time  for  practice  and  games  than  any 
other  form  of  athletic  activity.  If  it 
were  dropped  there  would  be  the  mid- 
winter period  in  which  Lake  Forest 
would  be  dead  to  the  world,  as  far  as 
athletics  are  concerned,  while  practi- 
cally every  college  and  high  school  of 
importance  in  this  part  of  the  country 
is  supporting  its  basketball  team.  Lake 
Forest  is  one  of  the  leaders  in  the 
"Little  Five  Conference'',  an  organiza- 
tion for  the  advancement  and  protec- 
tion of  athletics.  What  effect  would 
the  abolishment  of  basketball  have  up- 
on this  Association?  This  and  other 
things  are  to  be  considered.  There 
are  also  points  on  the  other  side.  Let's 
hear  them.

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A  TRIP  AROUND  THE  SPANISH  MAIN. 

Some  very  vivid  impressions  of 
West  Indian  life  and  customs  were  re- 
ceived by  Norwood  Weaver  on  his 
recent  trip.  His  itinerary  included 
Havana,  Porto  Rico,  jamaic?,  Panama 
Canal  Zone,  Venezuela,  The  Barba- 
does,  Trinidad,  Martinique,  and  St. 
Thomas. 

Havana  is  thoroughly  Spanish 
with  its  close  set  houses  brightly  col- 
ored. The  streets  are  extremely  nar- 
row and  are  overhung  by  small  railed 
balconies.  At  evening  the  senoritas 
occupy  these  balconies  and  make  a 
very  gay  picture  in  their  bright  dress- 
es and  black   mantillas. 

In  sharp  contrast  to  this  Porto 
Rico  is  distinctly  American.  The 
streets  are  broad  and  well-paved,  and 
the  business  is  chiefly  controlled  by 
Americans.  The  country  is  well  culti- 
vated and  presents  a  great  variety  of 
sugar,  pineapple,  coffee,  tobacco  and 
banana  plantations.  The  amusing  fea- 
ture is  to  see  the  most  modern  ma- 
chinery at  one  side,  and  bullock  carts 
of  the  style  of  the  sixteenth  century 
on  the  other. 

Kingston,  on  Easter  Sunday,  pre- 
sented a  mid-summer  appearance.  The 
old  English  church  there  was  built 
in  1724.  The  entire  city  still  shows 
signs  of  the  earthquake.  Across  the 
bay  is  Port  Royal,  the  city  of  the 
pirates,  where  Morgan  and  Kidd  ruled 
as  kings.  The  principal  industry  is 
fruit  raising.  The  country  houses  and 
roads  are  very  beautiful. 

The  key  note  on  the  Panama  Canal 
zone  is  efficiency.  Everybody  is  work- 
ing hard  and  everything  shows  evi- 
dences of  a  well  conducted  system 
both  of  work  and  sanitation.  The 
laborers  are  largely  West  Indians 
darkies,  while  the    engineers  and  over- 


seers are  mostly  Americans.  On  the 
Pacific  side  at  Panama,  there  is  a  mam- 
moth hotel  conducted  by  the  govern- 
ment where  in  defiance  to  the  high 
cost  of  living,  food  is  supplied  at  bare 
cost  prices.  At  Culibra  Cut  great 
trouble  with  "cave-ins"  has  been  ex- 
perienced. However,  the  water  will 
be  turned  in  just  the  same  and  the  dirt 
removed  by  dredges.  There  is  no 
reason  why  the  canal  should  not  be 
opened  in  1915,  according  to  the  pro- 
gram.

A  Visit  to  Horace's  Sabine  Farm. 


(Extracts  from  a  letter  recently  received 
from  Miss  Florence  Stuart,  '00,  written 
from  Milan,  Italy,  in  March  ) 

I  am  enclosing  some  little  pictures 
we  took  the  day  we  went  to  pay  our 
respects  to  Mr.  Horace,  out  at  his 
Sabine  farm.  We  had  a  fine  day, 
though  we  had  to  rise  at  six  to  make 
our  train.  We  had  a  couple  of  hours 
on  the  train  and  then  an  hour  or  so  in 
a  very  up-to-date  automobile,  which 
let  us  out  almost  at  the  back  door  of 
Horace's  Villa.  The  day  before  we 
went  we  called  on  the  "Director  of 
Excavations  of  Rome  and  the  Prov- 
inces," but  in-  spite  of  all  his  title  he 
was  most  cordial  and  seemed  to  under- 
derstand  my  pure  Italian.  He  wrote 
us  a  nice  note  to  present  to  the  custo- 
dian of  the  farm,  asking  him  to  do 
everything  possible  for  our  enjoyment 
and  to  show  us  the  things  in  the  mu- 
seum that  have  been  collected  during 
excavations.  We  lunched  out  there 
facing  Horace's  garden,  which  had  a 
colonnade  down  each  side  and  a  large 
■"piscatorium"  in  the  middle.  The 
house  was  right  in  the  middle  of  a  cir- 
cle of  hills, — a  beautiful  spot  and  evi- 
dently very  fertile.  There  are  olive 
groves  all  over  the  hills  now;  and  you 
can  hear  the  rush  of  the  water  from  a 
fountain  near  by.  His  "fons  Bandus- 
iae"  was  too  far  away  for  us  to  go  to, 
unless    we    should    get    back  to  Rome 


very  late,  so  we  didn't  try  to  go  there, 
but  we  saw  the  little  river  fed  by  it. 
Of  the  actual  house  not  much  is  to  be 
seen,  but  the  traces  of  the  colonnades 
are  easy  to  follow,  the  bath  is  evident 
and  there  are  two  or  three  well  pre- 
served mosaic  floors.  Other  buildings 
were  built  over  which  have  made  it 
difficult  to  get  at,  and  the  excavations 
are  far  from  complete.  The  pictures 
which  I  send  aren't  much,  for  I  had  to 
take  them  while  the  custodian  wasn't 
looking,  as  photographing  is  not  al- 
lowed, since  the  excavations  are  not 
finished.  Oh,  yes,  the  acqueduct  was 
easy  to  follow  most  of  the  way,  and 
the  heating  system.  Afterwards  we 
went  to  the  little  town  Licenza  now — 
Horace's  Digentia — and  at  the  very 
top  of  the  hill  is  the  museum,  one 
room  filled  with  bits  of  frescoes,  glass 
which  enclosed  the  colonnade,  some 
of  the  pipes,  some  of  the  mosaics, 
many,  many  coins  and  parts  of  col- 
umns and  capitols.  Then  we  came 
back  in  the  mail  wagon.  Father  re- 
gretted not  being  able  to  come  from 
Rome  in  an  ox-cart,  but  some  way  I 
could  not  feel  anything  but  thankful 
for  the  automobile  and  the  mail  wagon. 
We  are  on  our  way  now  to  Paris,  stop- 
ping at  several  places  for  a  few  days. 
Father  was  sure  he  could  never  en- 
joy anything  after  Rome,  but  he  is 
giving  a  pretty    good    imitation    of  be- 
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ing  satisfied  with  life  and  has  ever 
since  we  left.  We  spent  one  day  in 
Siena,  four  in  Florence,  one  in  Bolog- 
na, and  two  here.  We  met  two  Amer- 
icans on   the  train  coming  from  Rome, 


sanne,  where  father  will  have  his  eyes 
examined.  We  have  heard  of  a  very 
fine  oculist  there  and  are  hoping  he 
can  do  something  for  us.  Father 
seems     quite    himself    except    for    his 


who  have  been  with  us  ever  since,  and 
we  are  enjoying  travelling  in  a  four- 
some very  much. 

It  was  especially  nice  at  Florence 
where  we  were  interested  in  different 
things.  Father  doesn't  care  so  much 
for  the  pictures,  though  he  did  enjoy 
the  Pitti  gallery  immensely.  We  took 
in  several  churches,  St.  Marks  with  its 
beautiful  Fra  Angelico  fresco,  the 
Uffizi  and  Pitti  galleries  and  the  shops 
several  times.  Father  has  become  a 
veritable  bargain  hunter  and  I  have  to 
restrain  him.  At  Bologna  we  visited 
tne  University,  the  Cathedral  and  all 
the  parts  of  the  old  town.  It  is  quite 
different  from  any  place  we  have  been 
in  before,  with  its  long  arcaded  streets.

As  it  is,  the  little  I  know 
makes  quite  a  difference.  I  am  the 
official  guide  for  this  party  of  four,  see 
to  all  the  baggage,  eight  pieces,  and 
make  the  hotel  arrangements.  There 
is  a  wonderful  excursion  from  Paris  to 
Spain  and  we  may  go  there.

We  had  the  great  privilege  of 
hearing  Dr  Gordon,  better  known  as 
"Ralph  Connor"  speak  at  the  Presby- 
terian church  last  Sunday.  He  is  a 
wonderfully  vivid  and  stirring  speaker 
and  it  was  a  very  unusual  opportunity 
to  see  and  hear  the  man  whom  we 
have  known  for  so  long  through  his 
books. 

Dr.  Gordon  was  born  in  Glengarry, 
Canada,  about  forty-five  years  ago. 
His  father  was  a  Scotchman  and  a 
Presbyterian  minister,  as  his  grand- 
father had  been,  and  his  mother  was  a 
verv  talented  and  brilliant  woman.  It 
is  said  that  Mrs.  Murray  in  "The  Man 
From  Glengarry"  is  drawn  in  her  like- 
ness. 

After  graduating  from  Toronto 
University,  where  he  was  a  classmate 
of  Dr.  Boyle,  Dr.  Gordon  attended 
Knox  Theological  Seminary  in  Toron- 
to and  then  took  post  graduate  work 
in  Edinburgh.  Then  for  many  years 
he  lived  and  worked  in  the  Northwest, 
in  the  lumber  camps  and  on  the  plains, 
and  it  is  from  intimate  knowledge 
that  he  writes  of  the  life  in  that 
country. 

About  fifteen  years  ago  he  mar 
ried  Miss  King,  the  daughter  of  the 
President  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
in  Winnepeg,  and  now  they  have  six 
children,  one  boy  and  five  little  girls. 
He  began  to  write  about  ten  years  ago, 
and  his  first  book,  "Black  Rock"  was 
originally  published  in  Scotland 
After  some  difficulty  it  was  republished 
in  Canada  where  it  became  very  pop- 
ular at  once.  Since  then  he  has  writ- 
ten many  books  which  we  all  know 
and  love. 

He  cannot  write  enough  lo  satisfy 
the  publishers  who  have  often  urged 
him    to    give    up  the    ministry  and  de- 


vote himself  to  his  writing.  But  he 
will  not,  for  he  loves  his  work  and  the 
message  he  brings  above  all  things. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  he  will 
come  to  Lake  Forest  again  next,  fall 
and  we  shall  all  look  forward  eagerly 
to  hearing  him  then.

After  a  tiresome  wait  of  more  than 
an  hour,  the  Armour  men  arrived  and 
the  track  meet  started.  The  mile  run 
was  the  first  event  called  and  from  the 
flash  of  the  gun  there  was  no  doubt  as 
to  the  result.  Andy  Dunsmore  and 
Maplesden  brought  home  the  points. 
Their  action  was  copied  by  the  other 
"L.  F"  runners  and  in  every  track 
event  except  the  hurdles,  both  first 
and  second  places  were  won  by  Lake 
Forest  men.  Bucheit  carried  off  "firsts" 
in  both  the  high  and  low  hurdles. 

The  three  stars  of  the  meet  were 
Bucheit,  Howard  and  A.  Dunsmore

broke  the  tape  in  both  the  100  and  220 
yard  dashes  and  took  second  place  in 
the  broad  jump  giving  him  thirteen 
points.  "Andy"  ran  away  from  his 
competitors  in  the  mile  and  two  mile 
runs,  placing  his  score  at  ten  points. 

Osborne  winning  the  half  mile 
and  Hastings  taking  the  honors  in  the 
quarter  showed  their  old  time  form 
and  are  men  to  be  counted  on  in  the 
conference.

President  Judson  of  the  University 
of  Chicago,  who  has  long  been  an  ad- 
vocate of  a  shorter  college  course, 
makes  the  recommendations  that  the 
freshman  year  be  dropped.  The  first 
year's  work,  he  says,  consists  largely 
in  going  over  ground  which  has  been 
or  should  have  been  previously  cov- 
ered in  secondary  schools. 

Harvard  has  several  journeymen 
who  are  called  prodigies,  one  of  whom 
is  to  take  his  Ph.  D.  degree  at  18. 
This  is  because  these  young  men  have 
been  taught  the  proper  methods  of 
concentration  in  their  elementary  edu- 
cation Time  is  money,  and  if  the 
present  generation  of  college  people 
are  wasting  their  time  at  college  studies, 
it  is  time  that  some  change  should 
come  in  our  educational  system,  not 
in  colleges  but  in  elementary  and  sec- 
ondary schools  throughout  the  country. 


Along  with  other  college  athletic 
activities  and  one  which  is  deserving 
of  special  attention  this  year  because 
of  the  Conference  meet  here  May  23- 
24  is  tennis.  Lake  Forest  has  quite  a 
tennis  reputation  and  has  this  title  to 
defend.  There  is  no  one  in  college 
now  who  has  taken  part  in  previous 
collegiate  tournaments  in  this  sport 
but  there  are  some  good  players  who 
with  a  little  practice  and  training 
could  easily  be  eligible  for  the  Confer- 
ence Tournament. 

One  thing  that  is  standing  in  the 
way  of  the  development  of  teams  is 
the  unkempt  condition  of  the  courts. 
They  will  have  to  be  put  in  first  class 
shape  before  the  coming  Conference 
tournament  and  should  be  in  shape 
now  in  order  that  enthusiasts  may 
secure  plenty  of  practice  before  that 
time.  We  don't  know  whose  job  it  is 
to  look  after  such  things  but  someone 
should  see  to  it  that  the  courts  are  in 
good  condition.

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Oak  Park  Wins  Record-Breaking 
Interscholastic. 


One  World's  Interscnolastic   and  Five  L,.    F.  C. 
Interscnolastic  Records  Go! 


From  a  field  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  seven  athletes  representing  twen- 
ty-three high  schools  and  academies 
Oak  Park  High  School  succeeded  in 
wresting  the  tenth  annual  intescholastic 
meet  of  Lake  Forest  College  with  a 
score  of  thirty-eight  points.  Culver, 
winner  of  last  year's  meet,  ran  second 
with  nineteen  points. 

But  for  an  east  wind  which  lowered 
the  temperature  considerably  the  day 
and  meet  would  have  been  ideal.  The 
track  was  in  perfect  shape  and  the  fast 
time  made  may  be  laid  to  this  fact. 

The  individual  point  winner  of  the 
meet  was  H.  Goelitz  of  Oak  Park,  who 
piled  up  a  total  of  thirteen  points,  tak- 
ing first  in  both  of  the  hurdles  and 
second  in  the  discus.  Incidently  he 
lowered  the  interscholastic  record  in 
the  low  hurdles  from  27  seconds  to  25 
4-5  seconds. 

As  good  as  was  Goelitz's  ability  in 
piling  up  points  we  can  not  pass  over 
the  work  of  StileS  of  Culver,  who,  if 
he  did  not  gain  as  many  points,  made 
the  most  sensational  performance  of 
the  day.     Two  records  fell  in  his  turn. 


One  of  the  world's  interscholastic  record 
in  the  broad  jump  and  the  other  the  L. 
F.  C.  interscholastic  record  in  the  cen- 
tury dash.  His  form  in  the  broad 
jump  is  perfect  and  his  leap  of  twenty- 
three  feet  seven  and  two-tenths  inches 
was  the  one  that  shattered  the  world's 
mark.  The  hundred  he  negotiated  in 
0:10  flat,  lowering  the  record  here  by 
one-fifth  of  a  second. 

Irish  of  Oak  Park  placed  a  new  L. 
F.  C.  I.  record  for  the  220-yard  dash, 
going  the  distance  in  22  2-5  seconds. 
Cherry  (Culver)  lowered  the  mile 
record  from  4:51  4-5  to  4:48  3-6.  Shep- 
ard  of  Hyde  Park,  Schmidt  of  Lane 
and  Sears  of  Lewis  Institute  tied  for 
first  place  in  the  high  jump,  setting  a 
new  record  of  4  feet  9  inches.  Collins 
of  Marseilles  cleared  the  bar  in  the 
pole  vault  at  10  feet  9  inches,  setting  a 
new  mark  here  for  that  event.  O'Meara 
of  Evanston  Academy  equalled  the 
mark  of  0:53  1-5  in  the  440-yard  run. 
Evanston  Academy  won  the  half-mile 
relay  in  the  fast  time  of  1:37  2-5.

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THE  CONTESTS  IN   EXPRESSION. 

The  Lake  Forest  Contests  in  Ex- 
pression are  no  longer  experimental. 
Since  their  origin  two  years  ago  they 
have  attracted  wide  attention  from 
observers  as  far  distant  as  New  Jersey 
and  California.  During  the  past  year 
the  plan  has  been  taken  up  by  various 
colleges,  especially  by  the  Univerity 
of  Chicago  and  the  University  of 
Illinois  and  by  groups  of  high  schools. 
Some  of  us  were  curious  to  see  whether 
this  notice  was  owing  merely  to  novelty 
We  wished  to  know  whether  the  con- 
tests would  continue  to  hold  the  inter- 
est of  the  high  schools  and  whether 
the  quality  of  the  competition  would 
continue  high.  As  to  both  points  we 
were  satisfield  last  Friday.  More 
schools  were  represented  than  ever 
before — in  fact  we  had  to  limit  the 
number  of  schools  to  twenty,  all  we 
could  take  eare  of.  And  the  quality 
of  the  competition,  alike  in  Oral  Dis- 
cussion, Reading  and  Letter-writing 
was  distinctly  better  than  before  al- 
though in  all  branches  the  require- 
ments were  this  year  more  severe.  It 
seems  clear  that  the  contests  do  ac- 
complish their  purpose.  They  succeed 
in  really  testing  the  ability  and  the 
school  training  of  the  boys  and  girls  in 
a  normal  way.  Incidentally,  they  are 
decidedly  interesting  to  the  specators, 
which  is  not  often  the  case  with  school 
competitions. 

The  schools  represented  came 
from  much  the  same  territory  as  last 
year,  although  there  were  several  more 
this  time  from    Chicago.     They    were: 

From  Indiana:  Mishwaka  and 
South  Bend. 

From  Wisconsin:  Kenosha  and 
Milwaukee  West  Division. 

From  Chicago:  Crane  M.  T., 
Hyde  Park,  Lake  View,  Lane  Techni- 
cal, McKinley,  Medill,  University  High 
and  Waller. 


From  Illinois  outside  Chicago: 
DesPlaines,  Elgin,  Highland  Park, 
Joliet,  Kenilworth,  LaGrange,  May- 
wood,  Waukegan. 

Each  school  sent  a  team  of  from 
three  to  five  contestants,  one  for  the 
Letter-writing,  one  for  the  Reading, 
two  for  the  Oral  Discussion  and  one 
alternate.  The  school  winning  the 
most  points  was  given  a  cup  and  the 
five  individuals  ranking  highest  in  each 
contest  were  given  medals. 

The  conditions  of  the  Letter-writ- 
ing contest  differed  from  last  year  in 
that  the  letters  were  written  in  Lake 
Forest  on  one  of  several  assigned 
topics.     The  prize  winners  were: 

1st.  Helen  Donavan,  Mishawaka. 

2nd.  Philip  Davis,  Medill. 

3rd.  CoraHowland,  Hyde  Park. 

4th.  Janie  Marble,  South  Bend. 

5th.  Rosamund  Witte,  Milwaukee. 

The  judges  for  this  contest  were 
Professors  McNeill  and  Betten  of  the 
College  and  Mr.  Huston  of  the  Acad- 
emy.

This  contest  was  more  successful 
than  in  previous  years,  particularly  in 
point  of  correctness  of  form.  It  is  to 
be  noted,  however,  that  the  merits  even 
of  the  best  letters  were  negative  rather 
than  positive,  the  selection  and  arrange- 
ment of  ideas  rather  poor.  The  boys 
and  girls  seem  to  be  least  successful  in 
this  sort  of  expression. 

The  Reading  contest  was  con- 
ducted much  as  last  year.  In  the  pre- 
liminaries the  contestants  were  as- 
signed passages  from  novels  of  Dickens 
and  Thackeray  not  on  the  College 
Entrance  Lists.  Each  reader  was  al- 
lowed fifteen  minutes  to  look  over  the 
assignment  and  four   minutes    for    the 


reading.  The  judges  in  the  afternoon 
were  Professors  Clapp  and  Thomas  of 
the  College  and  Miss  Brown  and  Miss 
Converse  from  Ferry  Hall.  In  the 
finals,  held  in  the  evening,  short  stories, 
condensed  from  current  magazines, 
were  assigned  to  the  five  contestants, 
to  test  their  power  of  rendering  a  com- 
plete work.  The  judges  for  the  finals 
were  Professor  S.  H.  Clark,  of  the 
University  of  Chicago,  Professor  Sib- 
ley of  the  College  and  Mrs.  Charles  H. 
Ewing  of  Lake  Forest.  For  first  place 
Edna  Johnson  of  Lake  View,  and 
Rosamund  VVitte,  of  Milwaukee,  were 
tied;  third  place  went  to  Frances  Ken- 
nedy of  Highland  Park,  fourth  to  Mar- 
ion West  ot  Waukegan,  and  fifth  to 
Rosetta  Cohn  of  Maywood. 

The  reading  was  better  than  pre- 
viously. Nearly  all  of  the  twenty  con- 
testants read  with  clear  utterance  and 
correct  pronunciation  (which  was  a 
marked  improvement  upon  two  years 
ago),  many  of  them  with  good  empha- 
sis, and  some  few  with  real  simplicity, 
taste  and  ease.  The  defect,  with  most 
of  them,  was  lack  of  simplicity.  They 
read  too  slowly,  too  laboriously,  trying 
to  make  everything  emphatic.  Good 
reading,  the  sort  which  one  can  listen 
to  with  enjoyment  for  half  an  hour  or 
more,  is  not  only  correct  and  expres- 
sive, it  is  unobtrusive  and  tactful.  An 
interesting  point  is  that  the  boys  made 
a  better  showing  than  in  former  years. 
There  were  no  boys  in  the  finals,  but 
of  the  six  boys  who  entered  the  pre- 
liminaries three  were  just  below  the 
five  winners. 

The  contest  in  Oral  Discussion 
was,  as  before,  on  the  whole  the  most 
successful.  In  the  preliminaries  there 
were  forty  speakers,  two  from  each 
school.  They  were  given  a  list  of 
topics  based  on  the  studies  of  the  high 
school  course    and    allowed    one    hour 
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each  for  preparation — without  help 
except  from  team  mates — and  four 
minutes  for  speaking.  The  judges  of 
the  preliminaries,  Professors  Burnap, 
Coffin,  Sibley,  VanSteenderen  and 
Wright,  of  the  College,  report  that  the 
topics  chosen  ranged  over  practically 
the  entire  list  of  assigned  subjects  and 
that  the  afternoon  speeches  averaged 
somewhat  better  even  than  in  former 
years. 

In  the  finals,  held  in  the  evening, 
there  were  six  schools,  twelve  speakers 
as  two  schools  tied  for  fifth  place  in 
the  afternoon.  To  these  a  new  set  of 
topics  was  assigned,  also  based  on  the 
high  school  course,  and  the  speakers 
allowed,  again,  one  hour  each  for  pre- 
paration and  four  minutes  for  speak- 
ing. In  the  final  ranking  of  the  teams 
the  marks  for  afternoon  and  evening 
were  averaged  together.  The  speak- 
ers and  their  topics  were:

The  strain  of  preparing  two  differ- 
ent speeches  in  one  day  is  of  course 
severe,  but  the  young  people  rose  to 
it  successfully;  in  several  instances  the 
evening  speech  of  each  was  distinctly 
better  than  that  of  the  afternoon.  Thi9 
seems  to  show  first,  that  the  contest, 
though  severe,  is  not  beyond  the 
powers  of  the  high  school  students 
when  the  topics  are  based  on  their 
school  studies;  second,  that  the  boys 
and  girls  in  the  contests  were  not 
merely  fluent  talkers,  but  good  stu- 
dents, who  had  learned  to  think  on 
their  feet.  The  judges  in  the  finals 
were  Professor  Clapp,  Headmaster 
Lewis  of  the  Academy,  and  Mr.  Slason 
Thompson,  of  Lake  Forest.  First 
place  was  won  by  Donald  Loomis,  of 
Milwaukee;  second  by  Max  Laubenfels, 
of  LaGrange;  for  third,  Irene  Paul,  of 
South  Bend,  and  Laurence  Eastman, 
of  Kenosha,  were  tied;  fifth  place  was 
won  by  George  Ryan  of  Milwaukee. 
The  winning  speech,  taken  down  by  a 
stenographer,  is  printed  herewith: 

WAS  THE  MEXICAN  WAR  OF  1 846 
JUSTIFIABLE? 

I  have  chosen  as  my  subject.  "Was 
the  Mexican  War  of  1846  Justifiable?" 

During  the  years  between  the  war 
of  1812  and  the  Civil  War  our  Repub- 
lic was  confronted  by  a  grave  problem 
— slavery.  During  these  years  Con- 
gress was  the  scene  of  many  stormy 
debates  upon  this  subject.  Notably 
among  these  debates  were  the  Web- 
ster-Hayne  debates,  which,  however, 
were  based  more  upon  the  question  of 
States's  rights  than  upon  slavery.  The 
strife  was  purely  sectional,  the  South 
being  pro-slavery.  The  equilibrium 
was    destroyed    in  the   House  because

We  feel  that  the  glimpse  which  they 
had  of  college  life  at  Lake  Forest  and 
the  treatment  which  they  received  is 
enough  to  assure  them  of  the  desira- 
bility and  the  qualifications  of  the 
school.

of  the  growing  population  of  the  North. 
The  South  determined  to  maintain  the 
equilibrium  in  the  Senate  by  admit- 
ting one  pro-slavery  and  one  anti- 
slavery  State  at  the  same  time.  The 
South  realized  that  her  ability  to  ad- 
mit pro-slavery  states  to  the  Union 
was  becoming  impossible  because  of 
the  lack  of  available  southern  terri- 
tory. In  the  year  1845  James  K.  Polk, 
a  Democrat  and  pro-slavery  man,  was 
elected  to  the  presidency,  consequent- 
ly he  was  in  favor  of  acquiring  Mexi- 
can territory  for  slavery.  During 
these  years  Texas  engaged  in  a  civil 
war  with  Mexico.  In  this  Texas  was 
successful-  Upon  hearing  the  news, 
Polk  telegraphed  his  congratulations 
to  Texas  and  recognized  her  as  a  na- 
tion. Upon  Texas'  requested  to  be 
admitted  to  statehood  in  the  United 
States,  he  sent  a  favorable  message  to 
Congress,  stating  that  it  was  his  wish 
that  Texas  be  admitted  as  a  State. 
However,  Polk  and  pro-slavery  people 
were  not  satisfied  with  Texas  alone, 
and  Polk  declared  the  boundary  of 
Texas  to  extend  to  the  Rio  Grande 
River.  Undoubtedly  the  boundary 
of  Texas  extended  only  to  the  Sabine 
River,  and  the  disputed  territory  was 
Mexican.  Mexico  was  angry  at  this, 
and  a  scene  of  violence  occurred  upon 
the  disputed  territory  in  which  several 
American  citizens  were  killed.  Polk 
sent  a  message  to  Congress  in  which 
there  were  these  stirring  words: 
"American  blood  has  been  shed  upon 
American  soil."  The  nation  was  stirred 
by  these  dramatic  words,  and  Congress 
declared  war. 

The  results  of  this  war  are  well 
known,  and  little  need  be  said  here 
concerning  them.  Certainly,  the  only 
motive  for  this  war  was  the  acquisition 


of  more  slave  territory.  Was  this 
cause  justifiable?  Was  it  right  for 
the  United  States  to  force  a  war  upon 
a  nation  already  weakened  and  torn 
by  internal  dissention,  for  the  mere 
purpose  of  acquiring  territory?  Surely 
this  cause  was  purely  self-seeking,  and 
in  these  later  and  more  advanced  times 
of  arbitration  every  fp.ir  minded  man 
will  declare  that  the  Mexican  War  of 
1846  wjs  in  no  sense  justifiable. 

THE  RELATION  OF  BIRDS  TO 

AGRICULTURE. 

(Second  Prize,  Oral  Expression  Contest.) 

How  many  of  you  know  that  the 
United  States  pays  an  annual  tax  to 
the  Hessian  fly  alone  of  from  fifty  to  a 
hundred  million  dollars?  My  authority 
for  this  is  an  article  in  the  last  number 
of  the  Review  of  Reviews,  which  goes 
on  to  tell  how  the  cotton  boll  weevil 
takes  toll  from  single  southern  states 
of  as  much  as  thirty  million  dollars  and 
that  there  are  more  than  a  dozen  other 
varieties  of  insects  each  almost  equally 
destructive. 

Go  into  any  field  and  try  to  count 
the  myriads  of  insects  theie  eating  the 
grain.  Go  into  the  forests  and  you  find 
them  boring  into  the  trees  and  spoiling 
the  lumber.  In  the  orchards  you  find 
them  destroying  the  fruit.  Insects  are 
everywhere  and  eat  almost  everything. 

Any  insect  can  lay  hundreds  of 
eggs.  New  insects  mature  from  eggs 
in  the  matter  of  a  few  weeks.  Appar- 
ently there  is  nothing  to  check  their 
increase  but  the  limits  of  their  food 
supply. 

If  any  of  you  have  ever  watched  a 
bird,  hour  after  hour,  eating  insect  after 
insect,  you  would  realize  the  connection 
between  what  I  have  said  and  the  rela- 
tion of  birds  to  agriculture. 

Mr.  Forbes  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  who  is  one 
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of  the  authorities  in  this  country  on 
the  subject,  says  that  a  chickadee,  for 
example,  eats  from  two  to  five  hundred 
aphids  in  a  day  besides  thousands  of 
their  eggs  perhaps.  An  aphid  is  an  in- 
sect which  clings  so  tightly  to  the 
under  side  of  leaves  that  it  can  hardly 
be  dislodged  and  they  cannot  be  de- 
stroyed by  spraying.  A  cuckoo  wil 
eat  ten  caterpillars  each  day  by  the 
hundred.  This  authority  estimates 
that  in  his  state  alone  the  birds  con- 
sume in  one  day  more  than  twenty-six 
billons  of  insects! 

Could  man  unassisted  go  out  and 
crush  every  insect  in  his  garden  even? 
When  the  locusts  swarm  over  our 
western  fields  in  such  quantities  as  to 
darken  the  sun  nothing  stops  them  but 
the  flocks  of  migrating  birds.  What 
war  is  so  dangerous  as  this  where  the 
issue  is  food? 

I  do  not  say  that  every  bird  is  use- 
ful. I  make  two  exceptions.  The 
English  sparrow  destroys  fruit  and 
drives  away  more  useful  birds.  The 
crow  destoys  grain  and  eat  the  eggs  of 
other  birds.  But  I  do  not  except  the 
hawks  and  owls.  If  you  go  into  any 
field  as  I  have  done  you  will  find  it 
crisscrossed  with  the  paths  of  field  mice. 
The  food  of  these  pests  is  grain  and 
the  food  of  our  hawks  and  owls  is  these 
same  mice.  A  few  of  the  larger  ones 
do  take  some  poultry  now  and  then, 
but  the  service  of  their  kind  is  invalu- 
able. 

Our  supply  of  birds  is  rapidly 
diminishing,  mainly  through  the  de- 
predations of  cats  and  boys  stealing 
eggs.  We  cannot  produce  new  birds. 
We  can  only  protect  the  rapidly  dimin- 
ishing supply  which  we  have. 

When  you  consider  this  and  when 
you  remember  that  we  could  hardly 
raise  a  crop  but  for  the  assistance  they 


render  us,    ^urey    you    see  the  import- 
ance of  bird-  to  agriculture.

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TRACK  MEN  WIN  FROM  ARMOUR. 

The  cinder  path  athletes  were  suc- 
cesssul  in  the  dual  meet  at  Armour  by 
the  close  score  of  68 J^  to  57^.  The 
team  felt  the  loss  of  Bucheit,  Edger- 
ton  and  Hastings.  "Buch"  was  pro- 
tested by  Armour  and  Hastings  and 
Edgerton  were  uable  to  take  the  trip. 
However,  Coach  Kennedy  and  Captain 
Osborne  planned  a  careful  campaign, 
entering  the  men  in  the  different  events 
so  as  to  secure  the  greatest  possible 
nnmber  of  points.  Their  wisdom  was 
shown  by  the  resultant  victory. 

Howard  led  the  point  winners  with 
a  score  of  18  points,  taking  first  in  the 
IOd,  220  and  440  yards  dashes  and  a 
second  in  the  broad  jump.  He  breast- 
ed the  take  in  the  century  in  the  fast 
time  of  ten  seconds  flat.

After  Mrs.  Tyler  had  beaten 
her  in  the  series  of  social  engagements 
through  the  winter,  Mrs.  Miller  had 
made  sure  of  an  effective  rally  at 
Easter.  Knowing  that  Mrs.  Tyler 
would  get  her  finery  from  the  local 
dressmaker  and  milliner,  Mrs.  Miller 
had  outgeneraled  her  opponent  by 
going  to  the  nearest  city,  and,  by  close 
buying,  had  managed  to  get  not  only 
a  hat  and  coat,  but  also  a  gown  which 
would  far  exceed  any  attempt  the  local 
talent  could  make.

He  went 
from  bad  to  worse  until  during  a  visit 
of  Rev.  Higgins  to  his  camp  he  had  a 
vision  of  his  early  days.  He  reformed, 
was  converted  and  has  since  been  a 
most  valuable  assistant  to  Rev.  Hig- 
gins in  his  work  in  the  northern  lum- 
ber camps.

We  haven't  anything  to 
say  as  to  whether  this  so-called  spirit  is 
dead  or  not,  but  we  do  rise  to  remark 
that  if  the  demonstration  on  the  cam- 
pus Friday  night  was  an  example  of 
college  spirit,  let's  not  have  any  more 
of  it.  But  we  don't  believe  that  this 
was  a  spontaneous  bubbling  over  of 
enthusiasm;  it  was  simply  a  crude  cel- 
ebration devised  for  purely  selfish  in- 
terests. Ordinarily  such  a  celebration 
would  call  for  but  little  comment  but 
coming  as  it  did  the  day  before  the 
conference  meet  when  our  own  ath- 
letes were  in  need  of  all  the  rest  they 
could  get  and  when  we  had  a  score  or 
more  of  guests  in  our  dormatories,  it 
was  decidedly  out  of  place.  Such  ac- 
tions, if  they  must  be,  should  be  con- 
fined to  ourselves  and  not  aired  before 
visitors  who  not  knowing  the  circum- 
stances, cannot  be  favorably  impressed 
when  their  slumbers  are  rudely  dis- 
turbed in  the  small  hours  of  the  night  by 
a    band   of  would-be  serenaders     and 


rough  housers.  It  may  be  true  the  perpe 
trators  did  not  stop  to  think,  but  it  is 
time  that  mental  powers  are  being 
used  when  one  is  attending  college 
and  especially  when  one  becomes  an 
upperclassman. 


The  Athletic  Board  of  Control  at  a 
recent  meeting  discussed  the  wearing 
of  colors  by  people  on  the  campus  who 
were  unauthorized  by  the  board  to  do 
so.

OUR  SPORTSWOMEN.

Such  calls  and  scraps  of  conversation 
arrest  the  leisurely  strollers  as  they 
pass  the  women's  tennis  courts.  They 
begin  to  realize  that  perhaps  the  girls 
are  doing  something  in  athletics  after 
all. 

During  the  entire  year  a  close  per- 
sonal record  of  each  gymnasium  girl 
has  been  kept,  beginning  with  a 
thorough  doctor's  examination  in  the 
fall.  Anthropometric  measurements 
of  each  girl  have  been  taken  at  the 
first  and  the  last  of  the  college  year. 
For  the  first  two  months  five  hours  of 
tramping  each  week  was  required.

The  Dean  of  Wo- 
men and  other  members  of  the  faculty 
are  heartily  in  favor  of  it.  This  is  a 
splendid  opportunity  for  our  girls  to 
appreciate  what  it  is  to  cooperate  in  a 
real  field  sport.  All  that  is  needed  is 
a  smooth  field  and  an  equipment  of 
hockey  sticks  and  balls.

COLLEGE  NEWS. 


The    faculty    at   Barnard  College, 
New  York  City,  has  just   taken    action 


forbidding  for  three  years  the  pledging 
of  new  members  to  the  existing  sorori- 
ties, and  recommending  that  the  stud- 
ents meanwhile  "experiment  with  new 
forms  of  social  organization".  The 
action  is  based  on  the  report  of  a  com- 
mittee made  up  of  four  alumnae  and 
four  undergraduates,  two  of  each 
group  sorority  members,  and  the 
standing  faculty  committee.  Bryn 
Mawr,  Vassar,  and  Radcliffe  have  no 
sororities;  Wellesley  has  a  group  of 
six  clubs,  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors 
only,  election  to  which  is  based  on 
scholarship  and  notable  performance, 
and  not  secret.  Smith  has  no  sorori- 
ties, but  three  or  four  "invitation 
houses"  corresponding  somewhat  to 
the  clubs  at  Princeton. 

The  average  cost  to  the  members 
of  the  present  senior  class  of  getting  a 
bachelor  of  arts  degree  at  Yale  was 
$4370.  Statistics  compiled  from  fig- 
ures submitted  by  the  academic  sen- 
iors show  that  the  averages  during 
their  four  undergraduate  years  were: 
Freshman  year,  $1020;  sophomore, 
S1052;  junior,  Si  136;  senior,  Si  162. 

As  a  memorial  of  their  class  and 
for  the  benefit  of  future  students,  600 
seniors  in  the  university  of  Wisconsin 
have  decided  to  take  out  life  insurance 
policies  of  Sioo  each  in  the  state's  new 
life  fund,  the  payments  to  run  20  years. 
At  the  end  of  that  time  the  amounts 
are  to  be  turned  into  a  fund  for  the 
support  of  needy  students.  In  case  of 
the  death  of  a  policyholder;  the 
amount  of  the  policy  is  to  revert  to 
the  fund.  It  is  expected  that  with  the 
interest  accruing,  about  $40,000  will  be 
available  for  worthy  students  at  the 
end  of  the  20  years.  The  annual  pre- 
miums are  nominal.  The  plan  is  as 
unique  among  universities  as  is  the 
state  life  fund  itself. 

The  Phi  Beta  Kappa  elections 
for  the  year,  just  announced  at  the 
university  of  Wisconsin,  indicate  that 
women  students  excel  men  in  scholar- 
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ship,  as  22  of  the  36  elections  were 
young  women.  Of  the  29  seniors 
elected  to  the  society  20  were  women 
and  only  nine  were  men.  Of  the 
seven  juniors  elected,  five  were  men 
and  two  were  women.

The  Baccalaureate  Service,  always 
one  of  the  most  interesting  and  inspir- 
Baccalaureate      ing  events  of  the  week, 

Services  was  held  on  Sunday  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  the  sermon 
being  delivered  as  usual  by  President 
Nollen.  The  audience  was  somewhat 
less  in  numbers  than  in  former  years, 
due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  intense 
heat  of  the  morning,  but  those  who 
were  present  felt  amply  repaid  for 
their  hardihood  in  braving  the  weather. 
Dr.  Nollen  very  aptly  chose  as  his  sub- 
ject,  "Putting    away  childish    things,'' 
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with  text  from  Matt.  18-3,  "Except  ye 
become  as  little  children,  ye  shall  in 
no  wise  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven,"  and  I  Cor.  13:11,  "Now  that  I 
am  become  a  man,  I  have  put  away 
childish  things."  The  two  are  only 
seemingly  contradictions,  for  the 
"childish  things''  to  which  Paul  has 
reference  are  the  weakness,  ignorance 
and  follies  of  childhood,  NoT  the  child- 
like virtues  of  simplicity,  humility  and 
unqestioning  love  which  Christ  de- 
mands of  his  disciples.  The  chief 
value  of  knowledge  is  the  moral  value 
we  gain  from  it.  The  two  extremes  of 
conscious  superiority  over  those  less 
fortunate  in  the  matter  of  education 
and  of  the  pessimism  with  regard  to  all 
life  and  knowledge  that  sometimes 
comes  with  the  disillusionments  of  ma- 
turity. And,  finally,  remember  that 
your  chief  duty  to  mankind  and  to 
yourself  is  not  to  succeed  in  your  voca- 
tion, although  that  means  much,  but  to 
radiate  your  personality  in  such  man- 
ner that  the  kingdom  of  God  will  be 
increased  among  men.  You  will  know, 
too,  that  you  are  not  laboring  for  an 
unfeeling  taskmaster,  but  for  a  Father 
who  has  ordained  that  all  things  shall 
work  together  for  good  to  His  loving 
children. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  we  had  the 
great  pleasure  of  hearing  Dr.  Marcotte 
Vesper  speak  in  the  Vesper  service. 
Service.  Dr.  Marcotte  is  of  particu- 
lar interest  to  us  not  only  because  of 
the  fine  work  he  is  doing  in  the 
West  but  because  he  is  a  graduate 
of  Lake  Forest  in  the  class  of  '93. 
His  talk  on  "Ambition"  was  most 
inspiring  and  interesting.

The  most  important  event  of  the 
day,  the  conferring  of  degrees  and  the 
giving  of  diplomas  followed.  Beside 
the  Bachelor's  degrees  given  several 
degrees  and  honorary  degrees  were 
given.  To  James  Edward  McDade 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  to  Clif- 
ford W.  Barnes  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws  and  to  the  Rev. 
Henry  Marcotte  of  the  class  of  1893 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity. 

With  the  pronouncing  of  the 
benediction  by  Dr.  McClure  the  class 
of  19 1 3  took  their  place  with  the  alumni 
of  Lake  Forest  College. 

Immediately  after  the  Commence- 
ment exercises  the  commencement 
Commencement  luncheon  was  served  to 
Luncheon  the  members  of  the 
graduating  class,  their  friends  and  the 
alumni  at  the  commons. 

The  after  dinner  speeches  were 
many  and  good,  each  one  expressing 
some  sentiment  toward  to  the  class  or 
the  college. 

Dr.  Nollen,  acting  as  toastmaster, 
called  first  upon  Dr.  Boyle,  who,  after 
eulogizing  Dr.  Nollen,  told  of  his  con- 
nection with  the  class,  closing  with  this 
statement,  "The  class  of  1913  is  going 
to  make  a  record  for  Lake  Forest." 

Mr.  Hobart  Chatfield-Taylor  was 
next  called  and  calling  attention  to  cul- 
ture by  giving  it  this  definition,  "Cul- 
ture is  thinking  in  a  high  tone  and 
speaking  in  a  low  tone,"  declared  that 
he  believed  Lake  Forest  reflected  this 
culture  to  a  great  degree. 

Dr.  McClure  said,  "The  world  of 
thought  in  any  man  never  dies  if  he  has 
attempted  to  invest  that  thought  in  any 
institution.'' 


Mr.  Clifford  Barnes'  remarks  may 
be  summed  up  in  this  sentence,  "May 
Lake  Forest  ever  live  up  to  her  motto, 
"'Christ  and  the  Chu'ch.'" 

"The  traditional  sentiment  at- 
tached to  Commencement  is  beauti- 
ful," said  Miss  Denise. 

"Lake  Forest  College  has  come  to 
mean  a  great  deal  to  me,''  stated  Rev. 
Mr.  Edwards,  "and  my  one  hope  is 
that  I  can  contribute   something  to  it." 

Mr.  Bates,  in  a  word  to  the  alumni, 
advised  them  their  advice  to  the  presi- 
dent would  take  its  best  form  in  "a 
good  sized  noisy  check!"  for  Lake 
Forest  advancement. 

Three  charming  little  stories  told 
Miss  Hughes'  idea  of  the  stages  in  the 
process  of  education  from  the  begin- 
ning of  school  work  to  the  end  of  the 
college  course. 

Mr.  Weaver,  speaking  for  the  class 
of  1913,  assured  the  faculty  of  the  ap- 
preciation of  their  efforts  and  of  the  re- 
turn they  would  try  to  render  Lake 
Forest. 

Mr.  Rice's  effort  was  a  witty  and 
polished  talk  on  his  short  connection 
with  Lake  Forest  College. 

The  faculty  was  represented  by 
Professor  Sibley,  who  told  of  the  real 
attitude  of  the  professors  toward  the 
students.  "The  work  that  we  are  try- 
ing to  do  is  as  necessary  as  that  done 
by  hard  working  business  men." 

"An  air  of  superiority  nearly  always 
sits  upon  a  personality  that  is  inferior,'' 
said  Rev.  Henry  Marcotte  in  speaking 
of  the  debt  which  the  college  man  or 
woman  owed  to  parents,  to  alma 
mater  and  the  world. 

The  luncheon  was  the  last  of  the 
traditional  exercises  of  commencement 
week  and  ended  a  very  touching  and 
beautiful  series  of  events. 
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THE    ACADEMY  COMMENCEMENT 

The  Commencement  exercises 
concluding  the  first  year  of  the  second 
half-century  of  the  Academy  were 
unusually  spirited  and  happy,  in  spite 
of  the  fact,  so  often  referred  to  during 
their  progress,  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis 
are  no  longer  to  be  connected  with 
the  school.  The  year,  however,  has 
been  an  active  and  successful  one,  and 
the  graduating  class,  numbering  24,  is 
the  largest  in  the  Academy's  history. 
The  informal  responses  to  toasts  at 
the  luncheon  had  the  virtue  of  brevity, 
sincerity  and  good  feeling,  and  the 
four  speakers  at  the  graduation  exer- 
cises showed  excellence  both  in  mat- 
ter an  manner.  Naturally  the  recur- 
ring note  of  the  day  was  regret  at  Mr. 
Lewis'  withdrawal,  but  the  look  to- 
ward the  future,  and  to  Mr.  Richards' 
coming,  was  hopeful  and  resolute. 

As  incidentals  leading  up  to  the 
main  events  of  the  day,  we  merely 
mention  the  Senior  breakfast  given  at 
East  House  on  Friday  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lewis,  the  Senior  Promenade  in  the 
Gymnasium  on  Friday  evening,  and 
the  athletic  events  on  the  field  on 
Saturday  morning.  At  noon  on  Satur- 
day the  Gymnasium  was  well  filled 
with  a  hungry,  well-assorted  cheerful 
company,  with  a  specially  good  repre- 
sentation of  the  families  and  friends  of 
the  graduates.  We  have  no  space  to 
summarize  the  points  made  by  the 
after-luncheon  speakers,  but  refer  to 
only  three,  the  earnest  and  hardly  to 
beforgotten  remarks  of. General  Young, 
with  his  reminiscences  of  West  Point, 
the  welcome  words  of  Dr.  McClure, 
and  Mr.  Pampel's  presentation,  in  be- 
half of  the  school,  of  a  silver  loving 
cup  to  Mr.  Lewis  as  a  parting  token  of 
affection  and   esteem.

Traok  athletics  took  another  boost 
this  year.  The  sport  seems  fully  re- 
covered from  the  slump  into  which  it 
fell  four  years  ago.  Steady  progress 
upwards  has  been  made  each  year  un- 
til next  year  the  coveted  championship 
seems  due, 

This  year's  team  was  a  distinct  ad- 
vance over  the  one  previous  in  that  it 
was  well  balanced.  Last  year  fifteen 
out  of  eighteen  points  were  the  re- 
sult of  one  man's  work.  The  largest 
individual  share  in  the  score  of  thirty- 
one  this  year  was  six.  and  eight  men 
figured  in  the  total.  Still  better,  only 
two  of  these  men  graduate;  and  while 
they  are  both  stars — conference  cham- 
pions— it  is  safe  to  say  that  through 
the  becoming  eligible  of  one  man,  and 
the  class  of  material  slated  for  entrance 
next  fall,  their  loss  will  be  more  than 
offset.  Present  indications  are  that 
next  year's  team  will  be  almost  per- 
fectly balanced;  it  looks  able  to  score 
in  every  event. 

Track  is  pre-eminently  the  dpdrt 
of  the  day.  The  Olympic  games  have 
given  it  an  international  importance. 
By   developing    and    raising  the  track 


team  to  the  class  of  our  other  cham- 
pionship squads,  we  are  only  keeping 
abreast  of  the  times. 

The  spring  term  was  marked  by  a 
breaking-out  of  the  fires  of  class  spirit 
in  one  unexpected  quarter  and  smold- 
ering in  another.  The  smoldering  was 
in  athletics.  There  were  no  class  base- 
ball games  and  no  class  track  meet. 
True,  the  freshmen  did  challenge  the 
sophs,  to  a  ball  game;  but  there  was 
no  answer  to  their  polite  note. 

This  lack  is  a  distinct  misfortune. 
The  games  provide  a  safe  outlay  to 
the  natural  class  spirit,  and  develope 
the  best  side  of  it.  They  are  always 
keenly  interesting  and  often  amusing, 
to  the  non-participants,  especially  from 
the  north  side  of  the  campus.  And 
last,  but  not  least,  such  games  and 
meets  often  render  the  varsity  teams 
a  distinct  practical  service  by  uncover- 
ing stars  whose  light  has  hitherto, 
through  excessive  modesty,  been 
hidden  under  a  bushel. 

Let's  have  the  games  next  year, 
with  much  intense  rivalry.  Feel  it  a 
disgrace  and  a  calamity  to  have  your 
class  beaten.  Lots  of  class  hatred  on 
the  north  side  would  help  some.  Seems 
to  us  that  an  inter-class  tennis  tourna- 
ment among  the  girls  would  have  been 
a  success  this  year. 


The  athletic  year  just  ended  marks 
one  of  the  highest  points  in  Lake  For- 
est's athletic  history.  More  spirit  has 
been  shown  on  the  campus  and  more 
men  have  reported  for  the  different 
teams  than  ever  before. 

In  football  we  held  Northwestern 
University  to  a  scoreless  tie,  and  won 
the  conference  championship  without 
losing  a  game.  The  basketball  cham- 
pionship went  to  Lake  Forest  by  a 
good  margin.  Some  clever  basket 
ball    drew  a  good    attendance    of   stu- 
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dents  to  the  games.  The  class  bas- 
ketball championship  was  won  by  the 
Sophomores. 

The  track  season  was  a  real  re- 
vival. Only  two  meets  were  held  be- 
sides the  conference,  both  of  these  be- 
ing won  by  Lake  Forest.  In  the  con- 
ference the  athletes  wearing  the  red 
and  black  captured  second  place. 

The  baseball  team  had  a  very  suc- 
cessful season  winning  seven  and  los- 
ing six  games.  Five  of  these  six 
games  were  lost  by  one  point  and  two 
of  them  went  to  extra  innings.  The 
boys  played  good  baseball  at  all  times. 

The  athletes  which  we  lose  this 
year  are  good  men;  but  there  is  a 
wealth  of  good  material  assured  for 
next  lyear.  Farwell  field  has  been 
greatly  improved  and  the  gymnasium 
basement  has  been  remodeled.  Every- 
thing points  toward  a  still  better  year 
beginning  next  fall  with  the  hardest 
football  schedule  in  years  and  contin- 
uing until  the  last  baseball  game  and 
track  meet  are  ended  next  June.

The  athletic  success  of  the  year, 
beginning  with  a  tie  score  with  North- 
western University  and  culminating 
with  the  Little  Five  Conference  meet, 
is  well  shown  in  another  column  of  this 
issue.  The  editors  of  The  Stentor 
wish  to  place  the  honor  for  this  where 
it  belongs  and  to  compliment  Coach 
Kennedy  on  the  showing  made  by  the 
school  throughout  the  year. 

Special  mention  must  be  given  to 
the  interscholastic  meet  both  in  ex- 
pression and  athletics.  The  Lake  For 
est  College  Interscholastic  contest  is 
now  an  established  feature  and  too 
much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  its  in- 
stitution. The  athletic  meet  was  a  de- 
cided success. 

Following  close  upon  the  honor  of 
being  classed  in  Class  I  by  the  federal 


government,  came  the  announcement 
of  the  recognition  of  the  school's  worth 
in  the  form  of  the  Rockefeller  gift. 

And  so  we  might  go  down  the 
whole  list  mentioning  Forester,  Gar- 
rick  Club  and  all  the  other  varied 
activities  of  the  college,  but  we  would 
use  only  the  word  "Success." 

The  editors  wish  to  every  one  a 
happy  and  prosperous  vacation  and  to 
the  class  of  1913  the  same  kind  of  suc- 
cess, individually  and  collectively,  that 
signalized  the  years  of  their  college 
work,  and  to  assure  them  that  they  will 
long  be  remembered  associated  with 
such  a  school  year  as  1912-13. 


We  publish  elsewhere  a  statement 
concerning  the  new  constitution  of  the 
Chicago  Alumni  Club  and  the  action 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  reference 
to  the  proposed  Alumni  Advisory 
Board.  It  is  now  evident  that  those  in 
control  of  the  institution  recognize  the 
very  respectable  proportion,  now 
nearly  600,  to  which  the  Alumni  has 
grown,  and  are  ready  to  give  them  a 
considerable  voice  in  the  direction  of 
policies.  This  puts  new  responsibility 
upon  the  Alumni  in  the  formation  of 
associations  wherever  feasible,  in  keep- 
ing in  close  touch,  by  correspondence 
and  by  personal  visits,  with  conditions 
at  the  College,  and  in  forgetting  minor 
affilations  or  differences  in  the  larger 
interest  of  the  institution  as  a  whole. 
When  only  65,  or  barely  more  than 
one-tenth,  take  the  small  trouble  to 
vote  for  Alumni  trustee,  as  was  the 
case  this  year,  college  loyalty  seems 
to  need  a  tonic.  We  trust  the  Alumni 
will  be  alive  to  the  new  opportunities. 

The  glorious  class  of  '93  fairly 
maintained  its  reputation  for  ginger, 
though  not  for  noise  (in  the  absence  of 
Doran  and  Brett  Hopkins).  It  means 
a  good  deal  when  8   out   of  23,  in   the 
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busiest  time  of  life,  get  back  for  a  col- 
lege reunion,  some  from  points  as  dis- 
tant as  Massachusetts  and  Oregon.  It 
is  no  secret  that  there  is  in  active  prep- 
aration, in  Sharon's  capable  hands,  and 
soon  to  be  published,  the  first  class 
history,  a  full  record  of  the  class  life 
and  the  lives  of  its  members  since 
graduation.

The  Chicago-Lake  Forest  Alumni

laws have  been  adopted  which  provide 
for  the  distribution  of  the  work  among 
various  committees.  The  committees 
are  expected  to  investigate  the  matters 
coming  within  their  jurisdiction  and  to 
report  thereon  at  the  monthly  dinners 
of  the  Club.  This  is  designed  to  give 
to  the  members  in  concrete  form  full 
and  complete  information  as  to  all 
matters  of  interest  pertaining  to  the 
College  and  its  organizations  so  that 
they  may  be  in  a  position  at  any  time 
to  take  action  upon  any  measure  where 
such  action  will  be  beneficial.  The 
committees  are: 

i.  The  Executive  Committee, 
composed  of  officers  of  the  Club  and 
two  other  members,  which  has  general 
supervision  of  other  committees  and  to 
which  general  matters  of  policy  are 
referred. 

2.  Committee  on  Administration 
Affairs,  of  which  Edmund  F.  Dodge  is 
chairman,  which  investigates  and  re- 
ports on  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
work  and  policies  of  the  President  and 
Board  of  Trustees,  matters  relating  to 
the  financial  condition  of  the  College, 
the  construction  and  equipment  of  new 
buildings,  the  improvement  of  the 
grounds,  the  selection  of  members  of 
the  faculty,  etc.,  and  is  required  to  de- 
vise ways  and  means  of  assisting  the 
President  and  Board  of  Trustees  in 
their  work. 

3.  Committee  of  Publication,  of 
which  Cornelius  N.  Betten  is  chairman, 
whieh  investigates  and  reports  on  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  educational 
work  of  the  College,  including  the  cur- 


riculum and  new  courses  of  studies, 
library  facilities,  departmental  equip- 
ment, etc. 

4.  Committee  on  Student  Enter- 
prises, of  which  D.  S.  Wentworth  is 
chairman,  which  investigates  and  re- 
ports on  all  matters  pertaining  to  stu- 
dent life  and  enterprises  at  the  College, 
including  athletics,  dramatics,  student 
publications  and  social  and  religious 
organizations,  and  is  required  to  devise 
ways  ?nd  means  of  assisting  the  stu- 
dents in  such  enterprises. 

5.  Committee  of  Publication,  of 
which  Walter  A.  Graff  is  chairman. 
The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  assist 
in  the  publicity  work  of  the  College 
and  its  enterprises. 

The  dues  are  fixed  at  fifty  cents  a 
year,  and  any  male  student  who  has 
attended  one  full  year  at  Lake  Forest 
College  may  become  a  member  of  the 
Club  by  paying  the  dues. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Chicago  Club 
may,  in  addition  to  the  work  it  has 
undertaken  as  above  outlined,  act  in 
the  capacity  of  a  sort  of  a  general  com- 
mittee of  the  Alumni  Association,  to 
which  matters  of  policy  and  of  general 
interest  to  the  Association  may  be 
referred  from  time  to  time  and  investi- 
gated and  reported  upon  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  June.

THE  ALUMNI  ADVISORY  BOARD. 

Following  is  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  with  respect  to  the  proposed  or- 
ganization ot  the  advisory  board  of  the 
alumni: 

Resolved,  That  provision  be  made  for 
an  organization  of  the  Lake  Forest  Univer- 
sity Alumni  in  an  Alumni  Advisory  Board 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  in  close  touch 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Alumni  of  the 
College,  Academy  and  Ferry  Hall. 

The  Board  shall  be  elected  from  ac- 
credited members  of  the  various  alumni 
bodies  throughout  the  country  and  shall  act 
in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Every  Lake  Forest  College 
Alumni  Club  consisting  of  ten  or  more 
alumni  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representa- 
tive; twenty  members  to  two  representa- 
tives, and  thirty  or  more  to  three  represen- 
tatives. No  club  or  body  shall  be  entitled 
to  more  than  three  representatives.  The 
alumni  of  the  Academy  through  its  regular 
organization  may  delegate  three  represen- 
tatives and  che  Alumnae  of  Ferry  Hall  may 
delegate  three  representatives  to  this  Board. 

The  President  of  the  University,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Secretary  of  each  of  the  general  College, 
Academy  and  Ferry  Hall  Alumni  Associa- 
tions shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Advisory  Board. 

The  reasons  for  the  organization  of 
this  Board  are : 

First.  Being  in  close  touch  with  the 
needs  of  the  Institutions.  The  members 
shall  at  their  annual  meeting  recommend 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  action  such 
policies  as  in  their  judgment  will  be  benefi- 
cial either  along  lines  of  discipline,  public- 
ity, curriculum,  athletics  or  social  life  of 
the  institution. 

Second.  To  consider  such  matters  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  referred  to  them 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  ascertain  the 
wishes  of  the  general  body  of  the  Alumni  in 
regard  to  the  same. 


College  Alumni  Clubs  may  combine  un- 
der an  Association  if  desirable  in  order  to 
complete  the  number  necessary  to  elect  a 
delegate  from  contiguous  territory.  The 
regular  associations  of  the  Academy  Alumni 
and  Ferry  Hall  Alumnae  may  each  year 
elect  their  representatives  to  this  board. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  occur  on  Mon- 
day just  preceeding  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Tuesday  before 
Commencement. 

The  place  of  the  annual  meeting  shall 
be  in  Lake  Forest. 

The  communications  from  this  Advisory 
Body  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be 
regarded  as  privileged  business  to  be  con- 
sidered without  delay. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  intrusts  to  the 
Advisory  Board  subject  to  the  later  approval 
the  power  to  determine  these  matters: 

A.  The  Clubs  eligible  to  representation 
on  the  Advisory  Board. 

B.  The  qualifications  of  members  of 
the  Advisory  Board. 

C.  By-laws  and  regulations  to  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Advisory  Board. 

Organization  (Suggested). 

Chairman,  elected  each  year. 

Secretary,  elected  each  year. 

Executive  committee  elected  each  year, 
consisting  of  the  Chairman,  the  Secretary 
and  five  members. 

The  Committee  to  fill  vacancies  until 
next  annual  meeting. 

Moved— The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  proceed  to  announce  to  the  vari- 
ous Alumni  organizations  of  this  action  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  that  the  various 
organizations  be  requested  to  send  repre- 
sentatives for  the  purpose  of  organization 
of  the  board  at  the  next  commencement 
week. 

Moved— That  the  Trustees  be  asked  to 
provide  only  the  clerical  expenses  of  the 
Advisory  Board,  such  as  printing,  type- 
writing, etc.
